Britain set 
for dialogue 

with PLO

RIYADH, April 10 — Palestinian-British 
relations are poised for a significant change 
and Britain is planning an official meeting 
between Farouq Kaddoumi, the head of the 
political department of the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization (PLO) and DouglasHurd, 
the minister of state at the British Foreign 
Ministry, Francis Pym. the British foreign 
secretary said here Sunday. 

He told a news conference, at the end of a 
three-day visit to the Kingdom, that “no pre- 
cise arrangement has been made, but it 
maybe that Hurd may meet Kaddoumi at one 
point.” Pym added “we are very anxious to 
do anything we can to further the peace- 
making process and there is no doubt that the 
PLO has a crucial role to play." 

It was the inclusion of Kaddoumi in the 
Arab League delegation that led to the delay 
of the Arabs’ visit to London and to a strain in 
the Arab-British relations for more than 
three months, involving the postponement of 
Pym* s visit The Arab League visit was com- 
pleted last month after Kaddoumi was 
replaced by Dr. Walid Khalidi, a well-known 
Palestinian academician. 

Pym met King Fahd, Grown Prince Abdul- 
lah, Defense Minister Prince Sultan, Interior 
Minister Prince Naif and Foreign Minister 
Prince Saud, with whom he held his talks on 
regional issues mainly. Pym left for Abu 
Dhabi on Sunday. 

He did not see any contradiction between 
the Fez plan and the U.S. President Reagan's 
proposals because, "the Fez plan is really a 
series of objectives agreed upon by the Arabs 
and could be described as starting positions 
for the Arabs.” 

Pym pointed out that his country and its 
European allies are using their influence with 
Israel to get it involved in the peace process, 
withdraw from Lebanon and halt develop- 
ment of settlement. He added that using 
influence induded halting arms supplies and 
withholding a protocol with Israel. 

Pym said the San di-British relations have 
proved durable and valuable to both rides. 
Last year, the Kingdom with its £1.361 mil- 
lion imports erf British goods became Bri- 
tain’s major importer outside Europe and the 
United States. Ministerial visits are being 
planned in both directions and Energy Sec- 
retary Nigel Lawson is expected to be top on 
the list He said relations were based on 
tangible interests and mutual regard.

Sartawi shot dead 

Victim of Israeli manipulation, Arafat says 

ALBUFE1RA, Portugal, April 10 (Agencies) — Issatn Sartawi, a top Palestinian mod- 
erate whose efforts at reconciliation with Israel won him a Nobel Peace Prize nomination, 
was shot to death Sunday in a crowded hotel lobby in this coastal' resort 

Eyewitnesses said a lone gunman fired from point-blank range at Sartawi, European 
coordinator for the Palestine Liberation Organization, as be stood at the hotel reception 
desk. Sartawi was hit in thehead and chest and died instantly, police said. An aide suffered 
a thigh wound. Both were representing the PLO at the 16th Socialist International, a 
conference of Socialist politicians from around the world. PLO chief Yasser Arafat said 
Sartawi had been killed by “hands manipulated by Israeli intelligence services”, Palestinian 
sources said. 

In an address to PLO fighters in a military camp near Sanaa, North Yemen, Arafat 
delivered a moving homage to Sartawi, to his “courage in the defense of Palestinian rights 
and the just cause of the Palestinian people”. 

Fateh, the major Palestinian movement, also paid homage to Sartawi, who had sacrificed 
his whole life to the Palestinian cause, the sources added. 

On the West Bank, where Sartawi was born. Palestinian newspaper editor Ziad Abu- 
Ziad, said, “he was one of the best Palestinian minds.” 

The 47-year-old U.S.-educated cardiologist wasa key figure in contacts between Israelis 
and the PLO. He helped set up a four-hour meeting in January between PLO chairman 
Yasser Arafat and three Israeli opposition leaders. Sartawi also reportedly worked to 
arrange swaps of Israeli and Palestinian prisoners taken during last year’s Israeli invasion of 
Lebanon. 

Over the years, Sartawi 1 s views made him a controversial figure in the' Palestinian 
community; However, officials said he had no special security at the Socialist International 
Conference — at which he was given ft seat in spite of Israeli protests.

Oil spill talks doubtful , Kuwait feels 


AMMAN, April 20 (AP) — King Hus- 
sein's government announced Sunday that it 
would “neither act separately nor in lieu of 
anyone in Middle East peace negotiations.” 

In a statement issued by the government 
news agency Petra, the government said that 
after several days of intensive negotiations 
between King Hussein and Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization Chairman Yasser Arafat 
here, a final draft erf an agreement between 
the two sides was worked out 

Arafat flew to Kuwait on Tuesday to gain 
the support of other PLO and Arab leaders 
for the agreement and was to have returned 
in two days. 

“Five days later, a delegate was sent by the 
PLO executive committee chairman to 
Amman, to convey us new ideas, and to 
propose a new course of action that differed 
from our agreement and that did not give 
priority to saving the land, thus sending us 
back to where we were in October 1982,” the 
statement said. 

“In the light of this, it became evident that 
we cannot proceed with the course of political 
action which we had planned together, and to 
which we had agreed in principle and in 
detail,” it said. 

“...We respect the derision of the PLO, it 
being the sole legitimate representative of the 
Palestinian people. Accordingly, we leave it 
to the PLO and to the Palestinian people to 
choose the ways and means for the salvation 
of themselves and their land, and for the real- 
ization of their declared aims in the manner 
they see fit 

“We in Jordan, having refused from the 
beginning to negotiate on behalf of the Pales- 
tinians, mil neither act separately nor in lieu 
erf anybody in any Middle East peace negotia- 
tions,” the statement said. 

The announcement came after Hussein 
received a message Sunday night from 
Arafat, carried by the PLO leader's top polit- 
ical adviser, Hani Al-Hassan, and the PLO 
military chief, Khalil Wazir, known as Abu 
Jihad. 

Earlier Sunday King Hussein presided 
over a three-hour cabinet meeting after 
which the announcement was made. 

Well-informed PLO sources said the mes- 
sage Arafat sent the king was that the PLO 


would not endorse the Reagan plan, would 
not grant Hussein a mandate to speak on 
their behalf, and would not make any other 
decisions until the Arab summit scheduled 
for mid-April. Al-Hassan was sent back to 
Sanaa, North Yemen, on Sunday to deliver a 
message from the king to Arafat. Contents of 
the message were not disdosed. 

PLO sources earlier said that Hussein had 
asked Arafat to sign a joint communique say- 
ing that both sides would enter Middle East 
peace negotiations on the basis of Security 
Council resolution Nos. 242 and 338, which 
call for restoration of Arab lands occupied by 
the Israelis. 

The draft joint communique would also 
have acknowledged the Reagan plan as a 
basis for negotiations with Israel instead of 
the Fez plan. Hie Reagan plan calls for aut- 
onomy for Palestinians in association with 
Jordan but does not recognize the PLO. The

U.S. okays 
laser arm 

WASHINGTON, April 10 (R) — The 
Pentagon has decided to go ahead with the 
SI .7 billion Copperhead laser-guided anti- 
tank weapon despite an official report show- 
ing it has serious problems, according to U.S. 
documents released Sunday. 

At an estimated $50,000-60,000 per 
round, the Copperhead, which in theory 
could destroy a Soviet tank at a range of 10 
miles, may be the most expensive conven- 
tional artillery shell ever made. 

Recently, after costs had soared by about 
100 percent, the army decided to scrap die 
weapon as too costly. Last week Defense Sec- 
retary Caspar Weinberger reversed the deci- 
sion. The Copperhead is essential to the 
national security, he said in a letter to Con- 
gress requesting funding for it. 

But, according to the last official opera- 
tional test of the Copperhead conducted in 
1979, it coped poorly with common bat- 
tlefield problems of bad weather, smoke and 


KUWAIT, April lO(Ageuries) — Kuwaiti 
Health Minister Abdel-Rahman Al- Awadi 
was reported to have expressed doubts Sun- 
day whether a crisis meeting on a huge oil 
slick polluting the Gulf would take place as 
planned Wednesday.

JEDDAH, April 10 — Pakistani Interior 
Minister Mahmood Haroon has described 
his ten-day official vkit to Saudi Arabia asa 
“complete success”, asserting that the 
immediate objectives of the trip have been 
achieved. 

In an exclusive interview withAmh Newt, 
Minister Haroon, who has just signed two 
security pacts with bis Saudi Arabian coun- 
terpart Prince Naif, said, “The immediate 
goals of the visit have been achieved. How-

ever, goals are really in the past and future 
because they concern the unity of (Islamic) 
Umma, that is the goal. Saudi Arabia, 
Pakistan and many other Islamic states are 
marching toward that goal But at present, 
every step is an achievement." 

Haroon arrived in Riyadh on April 2 in 
response to an invitation from Prince Naif. 
Dining Haroon s visit, Pakistan and Saudi 
Arabia signed two security cooperation 
agreements. One agreement calls for the 
extradition of criminals and the other calls 
for training and exchange of technical 
expertise and cooperation between the two 
countries. 

Asked to elaborate on the security pacts, 
Haroon said, “We have signed two pacts: 
One is the extradition treaty where crimi- 
nals flee from justice and take refuge in the 
other country. If there is do such extradition 
treaty, then the criminal cannot be extra- 
dited in the country where he committed his 
offense. Nor can he be tried in the country 


where he has escaped. That is why such 
treaties exist among many nations of the 
world. But ! don't think they exist among 
Islamic nations. So, that is one treaty we 
have signed for the sake of justice so that no 
criminals should go unpunished” 

“Regarding the other security pact,” 
Haroon added, “actually it is not exactly a 
security agreement as such. It is that we will 
exchange internal police expertise and 

training. Saudi Arabia has some of the most 
modem equipment. We will be sending our 
people over here if necessary for training. 
Saudi Arabia will be sending people across 
because we are now neighbors and the 
world has become small. Therefore, the pat- 
tern hi both countries or in various coun- 
tries must be studied fora better handling of 
the internal situation.” 

“These are real steps forward toward 
joint cooperation between the two coun- 
tries for achieving greater goals,” be indi- 
cated. 

Besides affirming that his trip was a 
“complete success”, Haroon said be is 
happy to note that Saudi Arabian-PaJdstani 
relationship is fraternal. 

“Thank God, 1 find that Saudi Arabian- 
Pakistanj relations are very good There is 
complete harmony between the thinking of 
both countries. We have clearly identified 
the goals that we have to achieve. We are 
both committed to those goals. We have no 
differences whatsoever between our two 
countries. I think it is a relationship of two 
brothers," he emphasized 

“For the sake of international procedures 
eta, we are qualifying certain things." be 
added. 

The Pakistani minister was euphoric 
when asked about the future outlook of 
bilateral cooperation. 

“Naturally, Saudi Arabian-Pakistani 
cooperation is headed for further improve- 
ment Every day, friendship takes another 
step forward. Every day, cooperation pro- 
ceeds in various channels, through embas- 
sies and exchange of visits. Cooperation is 
being increased every day by both sides," be 
stressed. 

For his part. Prince Naif has described 
Saudi Arabian-Pakistani relations as strong 
mid based on Islamic fraternity and mutual 
interest 

Explaining the security agreement. 
Prince Naif told Arab News last week, “The 
agreement we signed with Pakistan did not 
arise because of some security problems 
between the two countries. It is a normal 
business and we regard it an excellent 
achievement between the two Islamic 
states."

Is Pakistan satisfied with the bulk of its 
trade with the Kingdom? Haroon’ s answer 
was emphatic: “Pakistan is not only satis- 
fied with the volume erf trade, but also wants 
to boost economic cooperation. Even Saudi 
Arabia wants to increase the volume of 
trade. On the whole, it is a happy relation- 
ship,” he said. 

Haroon stressed that Ire did not discuss 
any Saudi Arabian financing of oil 
development projects in Pakistan, saying 
that such matters are usually explored by 
specialized officials. “When we meet, we 
don’t have a fixed agenda, because when 
two brothers meet, they- discuss everything. 
So when we meet, it does not matter in 
which ministry or which department or sec- 
tion. We discuss everything like two 
brothers,” be pointed out 

Haroon said no request for financial aid 
or anything of the sort was made during his 
visit 

He also denied the existence of any aid 
agreement between the two countries say- 
ing, “There is a Pakistani - Sa udi investment 
company which has been formed by joint 
capital from both countries to set up joint 
ventures. This company is progressing and 
every now and then the company’s mem- 
bers bold meetings." 

“Besides, there is a lot of trade going on 
between Pakistan and Saudi Arabia. They 
give us oil, we give them rice and many 
other things of that nature," be added. 

Is Pakistan planning to boost its labor 
force in the Kingdom, estimated at 450,000 
to 500,000? 

“Well, it afi depends on the requirements 
of Saudi Arabia. If it is required we will try 
to supply whatever we can, semi-skilled or 
this kind of labor as necessary. It all 
depends on the Kingdom's requirements," 
Haroon said. 

Asked if the Pakistani government is tak- 
ing any measures to improve the quality of 
manpower coming here, Haroon' s answer 
was affirmative. “Yes, we have set up many 
polytechnic schools where laborers are 
taught trades. This is because we feel that 
unskilled labor will not be in demand any 
more, not only here but in many other 
places," be stated. 

Haroon reiterated Pakistan's support for 
Palestinian rights and Arab and Islamic 
causes. “I think ever since the creation of 
Pakistan, Pakistan stands committed to the 
liberation of occupied Arab lands, a home- 
land for the Palestinian people, and the 
independence of Jerusalem. We have 
backed the Arab cause all along and we 
shall keep on doing so," he said.

U.S. -Saudi 

cooperation 
planned to 
fight fraud 

JEDDAH, April 10 — The United States 
will use information provided by the Jeddah 
Chamber of Commerce and Industry to com- 
bat fraud, AJ -Madmak reported. Coopera- 
tion between the two countries and facilities 
to be extended to U.S. businessmen by the 
chamber were discussed at a recent meeting 
between Abdullah Sadeq Dahl an, the 
chamber's secretary-general, and the U.S.

Hie Ameri can delega- 
tion requested the department to provide it 
with legal counsel for U.S. businessmen who 
deal with Saudi Arabian markets, to preserve 
the rights of both sides. 

Sabri briefed the UJS. side on issues of 
interest to Saudi Arabian merchants and the 
ways and means to resolve certain problems. 
He told them that the chamber's data center 
could supply diem with all the necessary 
information to help suppliers, businessmen 
and all U.S. firms in their burin ess. 

The official said he discussed with the 
American ride the case of Saudi Arabian 
businessmen who recently fell victim to a 
fraud operation. The businessmen bad 
imported some soft drinks from the United 
States to discover in The Hague, Holland, as 
the ship stopped over there, that the con- 
signment contained fertilizers. Another 
Saudi Arabian businessman found out that he 
paid much more than he should for some 
items he had imported from the States. The 
UjS. consul and the commercial attache 
expressed their keen desire to cooperate to 
prevent such fraud and safeguard the right of 
both sides.

Land link idea 20 years old

JEDDAH, April 10 — The idea of a land 
link between Saudi Arabia and tbe state 
island of Bahrain is at least 20 years old and 
tbe history of the project has a bearing on 
some of the proposals discussed from time to 
time.

SR316m Tabuk 
electric contracts 

JEDDAH, April 10 — Two contracts 
totaling SR3 16,070,000 were signed here 
Saturday by Dr. Nazih Hassan Nassif, health 
undersecretary for executive affairs and 
board chairman of Tabuk Electricity Com- 
pany, the local press reported Sunday. 

The first SR133,120,000 contract calls for 
tbe construction of Power Generation Sta- 
tion No. 2 in Tabuk with a capacity of 60 
megawatts. According to the terms of the 
contract, signed with a foreign firm, the first 
unit should be streamlined by the end of July. 
1984, and the second cm Aug. 31, 1984 to 
cope with tbe predicted load in 1984/85. 

The second SR 182,950,000 contract pro- 
vides for the establishment of a 132 kilovolt 
transmission network along with two trans- 
forming stations.

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Bahrain causeway construction 
proceeding ahead of schedule

JEDDAH, April 10 — Die rare feat of 
constructing an island has recently been per- 
formed by the builders of the 25-kQometer- 
long Saudi Arabia-Bahrain Causeway, 
according to Majid Bouden, one the the part- 
ners of construction firm. 

Bouden, a lawyer- journalist-businessman 
all rolled into one and an adviser to Prince 
Abdul Aziz, said in an interview with Arab 
News that a 3-kilometer by half kilometer 
island was built with the most sophisticated 
technology in use in the causeway construc- 
tion to strengthen the weak main island. 

“Hie quality of sand on the main island is 
poor for the causeway to pass through,” 
Bouden said. 

The S564 million causeway, “the biggest 
project in the Third Five-Year Development 
Plan with the entire cost being borne by the 
Kingdom,” is being executed by the Bandar 
Ballast company in joint venture with a 
Dutch company. Ballast Nedam, he said. 

Bandar Ballast, a Saudi Arabian company 
in which Bouden and Prince Bandar are 
shareholders, are 51 percent partners in the 
joint venture. The company won the contract 
in stiff competition with seven international 
companies, including a French consortium 
and German and Japanese companies. 

Describing the special features of the 
causeway, whose 7-kilometer length has 
been completed from the Bahrain side, is a 
shore-to- shore connection between 
Alkhobar and tbe isle of Bahrain, Bouden 
said. One half of the causeway is being con- 
structed using dams and the other half with 
five bridges. 

These five bridges of prestressed concrete 
will have lengths of 990 meters, 2,050 met- 
ers, 5,150 meters, 3,405 meters and 905 met- 
ers. There will be an opening for the passage 
of ships with a width of 150 meters and a clear 
headway of 28.50 meters. 

The substructure consists of prefabricated 
piles in pairs, the diameter of each being 3.5 
meters. The superstructure con sits of prefab- 
ricated concrete elements, the biggest of 
tbem weighing 1,300 tons. 

A confident Bouden said the work is going 
apace and will be completed by December 
1985, in time for the Bahrain national day 
celebration, although the deadline fixed for 
completion is Jan. 16, 1986. 

The foundation stone for the causeway was 
laid in the middle of November, 1982, by 
King Fahd and Bahrain ruler Sheikh Isa ibn 
Salman A 1- Khalifa. __ 

The Bahraini Council of Ministers had

Tbe Kingdom submitted proposals at a 
meeting in Bahrain on carrying out excava- 
tions on the Saudi Arabian side of the cause- 
way. The proposals also called for making an 
archaeological survey of the pilgrimage 
highway running through Jordanian territory 
and Zobeedab Road in Iraq. 

The proposals were considered of great 
importance and a follow-up survey was made 
by the Kingdoms Department of Archaeol- 
ogy and Museums of parts of the road located 
in Saudi Arabian territory.

Jakarta backs efforts 
for a Palestinian state 


JAKARTA, Apnl 10 (Agencies) t— Presi- 
dent Suharto of Indonesia told visiting Egyp- 
tian President Hosni Mubarak Sunday his 
country would support any Arab attempt to 
establish an independent Palestinian state. 

Slate SeactaiySHAannotio told reporters 
Suharto gave the assurance in a two-hour 
meeting with Mubarak, who arrived here 
Saturday on the final leg of an Asian tour 
which has also taken him to China, North 
Korea and Japan. Indonesia would back any 

Middle East peace {Han acceptable to the 
Arab world, Sudharmono said. 

Mubarak and Suharto held talks “in a 
friendly, candid, open atmosphere” and 
found that their countries' positions were 
“generally without differences,” Sudhar- 
tnooo said. 

The Egyptian ambassador to Indonesia, 
Wagih Muhammad Roushdy, told Agence 
France-Presse after the talks that “complete 
understanding” had characterized the discus- 
sions, which centered on the Middle East and 
Cambodian problems. 

Concerning die Arab Workfs split with 
Egypt over its signing of the Camp David 
accord with Israel, Sudharmono told journal- 
ists that Egypt had “expressed its hope that 
Indonesia would understand” the situation. 

"I think that our position on the Middle 
East is dear,” Sudharmono said. Indonesia 
has supported the Arabs’ peace proposal 
made at Fez, Morocco, in mid-September but 
has never made known its opinion of a peace 
settlement proposed by U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan in early September. 

Asked about Indonesia’s position on the 
Reagan plan, Sudharmono said, “Indonesia 
supports any plan, be it Camp David, the 
Reagan plan or the Fez proposal. The point is 
that we are on die Arabs’ side seeking the 
best settlement to the Middle East problem. 
He said Indonesia supports “the most realis- 
tic, die best solution. We defend die inde- 
pendence of Palestine .” 

He added that Suharto had asked the 
Egyptian leader to help explain Indonesian 
policy in the former Portuguese colony of 
East Timor to African countries before a 
United Nations General Assembly vote on 
the issue, due to take place later this year. 


Indonesia annwed East Timor in 1976 in 
the wake of the 1974 revolution in Portugal. 
Since then Lisbon has sponsored resolutions 
at the U.N. nailing for Timorese self- 
determination. Indonesia wants the issue 
removed from the U.N. agenda. 

Mubarak, who is due to leave for home 
Monday, also discussed increased economic 
and technological cooperation with Suharto, 
Sudharmono said. 

Mubarak, who visited Indonesia in 1979 as 
vice president , is the first Egyptian president 
to visit Indonesia since the late Gamal Abdul 
Nasser. 

Nasser came in 1955 to take part in the 
Aaa-Africa summit in Bandung, West Java, 
which paved the way for the nonaligned

“We have received a very categorical 
expression of the desire that this process 
should lead to a political settlement of the 
situation,” he said in a reference to talks be 
had with governments in Kabul, Islamabad 
and Tehran earlier this year. 

Some diplomats believe tbe current 
Geneva round could be crucial in the search 
for a formula leading to the withdrawal of 
Soviet troops, who entered Afghanistan in 
December, 1979. Others do not expect tbe 
session to produce any miracles. 

Tbe talks followed discussions between 
U.N. Secretary-General Javier Perez de 
Cuellar and Soviet leader Yuri Andropov last 
month in Moscow. 

Perez de Cueliar said then he felt encour- 
aged by what he heard in Moscow. “We go 
again to the parties with renewed enthusiasm 
in order to press for a solution to tbe prob- 
lem,” he told reporters. 

Besides the withdrawal of Soviet troops 
from Afghanistan, demanded repeatedly by 
the U .N. General Assembly, tbe world organ- 
ization is seeking the return home of Afghan 
refugees who. according to Pakistani esti- 
mates, total three million in Pakistan and 1 .5 
million in neighboring Iran. 

Iran is boycotting the Geneva talks on the 
ground that anti- Afghan government 
Mujahedeen are not represented. It also 
stayed away from a previous round here last 
June. 


TEL AVIV, April 10 (AP) — Tbe settle- 
ment department of the World Zionist 
Organization will present the Israeli govern- 
ment with a settlement plan which foresees a 
popul ation of 1-2 million Jews in the 
occupied West Bank by the year 2010. 

Zeev Ben -Yosef, the spokesman for the 
non-government agency wbidi takes part in 
settlement planning, told the assotia ted Press 
that the plan would be completed within a 
month and would be presented far cabinet 
approval in conjunction with the Ministry of 
Agriculture. 

The blueprint, outlined in detail on Israeli 
television Saturday, was revealed a day after 
tiie United States made dear it would step up 
pressure on Israel to freeze settlements if 
Jordan's King Hussein entered peace talks 
with Israel. 

In reaction to the State Department 
ann ouncement, a senior Israeli offidal said 
Israel would continue its settlement policy. 
The official, who asked not to be identified, 
added that the Arabs were using tire settle- 
ments as an excuse not to join the Midcast 
peace process. 

The plan being prepared by tire WZO, 
which represents world Jewry, recommends 
putting up 165 Jewish settlements by the year 
2010, with a Jewish population of 12 million 
— equal to the projected Arab population. 

Currently, there are about 100 Jewish set- 
tlements, with a population erf some 25,000 
but it is hard to arrive at exact figures because 
various bodies deal with settlement projects. 

Some of the projects recommended in the 
plan, which is the third WZO settlement mas- 
ter plan, are already under construction. 

By 1986, the WZO plan envisages a Jewish 
population of 120,000 in the West Bank 
which Israel took from Jordan in the 1967 
six-day war. Previous forecasts have put tire 
number at 100,000 by 1987. 

The thrust of the settlement projects would 
focus on the strategically important strip 
between tbe Arab city erf Jenin in the north- 
ern West Bank, and the Arab aty of Hebron 
in the south. 

The plan recommends enlarging the exist- 
ing Jewish towns, such as Ariel and Elkana, 
which are still in initial development stages 
but which would eventually house most of the 
Jewish population. 

It also suggets focusing attention on build- 
ing plants and factories to provide employ- 
ment Most of the Jewish settlers travel to 
work in Israel. 

Israel television said that the plan calls for 
an investment of 100 billion shekels ($2.5

billion) by 1986, 60 percent of it from gov- 
ernment binding.

TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras, April 10 
(AP) — Two U.S. congressmen on a Central 
American tour said Saturday they are con- 
vinced the United States is trying to topple 
the left-wing Sandinisia government of 
neighboring Nicaragua.

Meanwhile, leftist guerrillas blacked out 
the eastern third of El Salvador, cut the coun- 
try in half with roadblocks and burned vehi- 
cles Saturday to avenge the death of a top 
rebel commander in Nicaragua. 

Military garrisons in El Salvador were put 
on a state of alert as the rebel attacks spread 
to most of the country, the Defense Ministry 


press office said Saturday. A ministry state- 
ment said military intelligence had detected 
an increase in arms shipments to the rebels 
through eastern El Salvador in the past few 
days. 

In Managua, thousands of Nicaraguans 
attended the funeral of Melida Anaya 
Montes. 55, a top commander of the Salvado- 
ran guerrillas who was stabbed to death there 
last Wednesday. The guerrillas blamed the 
CIA and “imperialist buzzards" for her death 
and vowed to retaliate. The United States 
strenuously denied any involvement 

in fighting Saturday, guerrillas attacked a 
military patrol near the dty of Santa Ana, 65 
kms west of the capital killing one soldier and 
wounding several others. 

An undetermined number of army troops 
were lolled and wounded when rebels 
attacked a military patrol 100 kms east of the 
capital on the Pan-American Highway, a 
military source said. 

In Santa Elena, five kms north of the pro- 
vincial capital of Usulutan, a large contingent 
of rebels dynamited several electrical trans- 
mitters and held a mass meeting for residents. 
The town of about 20,000 has no military 
post 

Residents of San Frandsoo Gotera, the 
provindal capital of Morazan 160 kms north- 
east of the capital, said heavy fighting could 
be heard to the north of the provindal capital 
where the 1, 200-man Ramon Belloso batta- 
lion is based. 


Danish youths indulge in riots 


COPENHAGEN, April 10 (AP) — Police 
reported dozens of arrests Saturday after 
young activists disrupted a function to honor 
victims of occupied Denmark’s World War II 
liberation fight, then went on a stone- 
throwing rampage in downtown 
Copenhagen. 

It was the latest outbreak of street violence 
in a long-running campaign by the BZ 
Brigade, a group protesting lack of low-rent 
housing and youth centers in Copenhagen's 
Noerrebro district “I think it is worse today 
than before," said Police Superintendent 
Erik Reher, who estimated 400-500 youths 
took part “They’ve thrown just about every- 
thing at us." 

One officer was hit by a stone and slightly 
injured, Reher said. He said 28 persons had 
been arrested by mid-afternoon , charged 
with destruction of property and assaulting 
police officers, and the total was likely to 
increase. Police had orders to avoid confron- 
tations but were clearing street barricades, 
Reher said. Youths occupied two derelict 
buddings, but Reher said they rushed out 
through rear doors as police went inside to 
flush them out. 

Windows of several shops were broken. 
Furs were taken from a boutique and Reher 
said many were thrown into a nearby cemet- 


Tbe trouble began after about a dozen 
demonstrators danced and ran through the 
capital's town ball plaza during an obser- 
vance of two minutes’ silence for war victims 
of Denmark’s underground struggle against 
the Nazis. Others stood silently holding red 
flags. 

German troops moved across the Danish 
border on April 9, 1940. in a lightning occu- 
pation of Germany's northern neighbor. The 
two-minute silence is observed every April 9 
at the plaza, where a monument was raised to 
the fallen resistance fighters. 

“The Germans’ occupation happened 43 
years ago. and it was before our time,” rate of 
the protesters told reporters. “We are 
demonstrating because we’re more 
interested in housing." After the plaza 
demonstration, the group was joined by other 
young people and marched to Noerrebro, 
occupied the buildings and erected bar- 
ricades. 

The BZ Brigade, mostly teen-agers, takes 
its name from the Danish word “Besaet," 
which means “to occupy”. Saturday’s inci- 
dent was the first major trouble since mid- 
February, when several police officers were 
injured in rioting. 


Hawaii lava flow continues 


VOLCANO, Hawaii, April 10 (AP) — 
Kilauea Volcano fell silent Saturday, bnt lava 
from its latest eruption continued flowing 
through a remote hillside subdivision where it 
destroyed several homes, authorities said. 

“We can’t really say the eruption is over," 
said Jon Erickson, spokesman for Hawaii 
Volcanoes National Fart. “When it stops, it 
stops.” About 150 residents of the Royal 
Gardens subdivision, routed Friday and 
Saturday for die third time since the volcano 
began its-eruptian Jan. 3, bad been ordered 
evacuated Friday as a wall of lava — some 5 
meters high and 300- meters wide — 
approached their homes on the volcano's 


slopes. 

But a vent in the volcano fell silent Satur- 
day morning and the level of activity dropped 
to its lowest point since Jan. 3, Erickson said. 
Roadblocks were lifted and residents were 
allowed back home. Five structures were des- 
troyed overnight by lava, Erickson said, and a 
sixth was “totally isolated, surrounded by 
lava, there is no way to get to it." 

Authorities gave reporters a tour of the 
subdivision where bunting boulders crashed 
from the rop of the wall of lava and disinte- 
grated as they slowly moved forward. Trees 
exploded when they came into contact with-

The reports did not identify the sect 
involved nor when the killing was carried out. 
The Press Trust of India said the sacrifice was 
“to propitiate tbe deity in a monastery" in 
Tilpata village, apparently a Hindu- 
dominated area. Reports said family mem- 
bers discovered the dead child in the monas- 
tery after an extensive search of the area. The 
axe alegedly used in the murder has beeo 
recovered, reports said. 


Canada’s Liberal Party 
steadily losing ground 


MONTREAL, April 10 (AFP) — 
Canada’s Liberal Party, led by Prime Minis- 
ter Pierre Elliott Trudeau, has ruled almost 
uninterruptedly for the past 15 years — but is 
now losing ground to the Conservatives. 

According to a Gallup Poll published last 
week, the Conservatives would win 50 per- 
cent of the vote if general elections were now 
held, against only 30 percent for the Liberals 
and 1 7 percent for the new Democratic Party. 
It was the best score for die Conservatives 
since 1959. 

In February, these figures had been 45 per- 
cent for the Conservatives, advance is even 
more remarkable since tbe party is choosing a 
new leader, following the resignation of Joe 
Q ark in January, dark is competing against 
about a half-dozen other candidates — 
including former Finance Minister Bill Kros- 
bie and Quebec businessman Brian Multoney 
— to become in June his party’s standard- 
bearer. 

The Conservatives are gaining from events 
in the Liberal stronghold of Quebec, where 
Rene Levesque’s Parti Quebecois might pre- 
sent its own candidates in elections that must 
be held by early 1985 but are expected to 
take place in 1984. 

The Liberals now have 74 out of the 75 
members of parliament from Quebec. These 
seats, plus their representation from Ontario, 
have kept them in power against an opposi- 
tion coalition that has a dean sweep of MPs 
from the western provinces. But if the Parti 
Quebecois won enough federal seats in 
Quebec, the balance of power would go to the 
coalition, and end tbe Liberal rule. 

Thus, Trudeau is in a difficult possition. 
But this is not unusual for the 63-year-old 
veteran politician, who has displayed 
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uncommon vitality as a public figure. He has 
run his country since April 20, 1968, except 
for Clark’s brief spell in office from May, 
1979 to March, 1980. 

Trudeau is nothing if not resilient His Lib- 
eral Party won the 1968 elections but lost the 
parliamentary majority in 1972. The party 
won back the majority in 1974, only to lose it 
again in 1979. 

At that time, many people thought 
Trudeau’s political career was over, espe- 
cially after he resigned from the Liberal 
Party. But he came back as prime minister. 

Six Mozambicans 

publicly executed 

MAPUTO, April 10 (AFP) — Six con- 
victed black marketeers, murderers and 
armed rebels were publidy executed here 
Saturday afternoon, in a move by the 
Mozambican government to hall a wave of 
crime and black m ark etee ring. 

The six bad been sentenced by a military 
court on April 1, under new laws that allow 
capital punishment and public flogging for 
racketeering, armed robbery and some other 
serious crimes.

Zhao projects Europe 
as potential partner 


PEKING, April 10 (AFP) — China wants 
a “strong and united” Europe capable of 
counterbalancing the “expansionist policy of 
the superpowers,” Prime Minister Zhao 
Ziyang said here. 

He was speaking during a meeting Satur- 
day with a delegation of the Western Euro- 
pean Union, an organization set up in 1948, 
the New China News Agency said Sunday. 
The group consists of members of tbe parlia- 
ments of six European countries, who meet 
periodically to discuss political, economic 
and military questions. 

Zhao's stress on Europe as a potential 
partner came at a time when Chinese-U.S. 
relations are sharply deteriorating. Analysts 
said tbe statements may signal a Chinese turn 
toward Europe — rather than tbe United 
States — to modernize its economy. 

Zhao said C hina and tbe union delegation, 
led by Sir Frederick Bennett, bad expressed 
“common positions and similar views on con- 


taining hegemonism and opposing the expan- 
sionist policy of the superpowers,” the 
agency said. He added that he wished to see 
Europe playing a “stronger role” in balanc- 
ing the influence of the United States and the 
Soviet Union. 

The statements reflected the relatively new 
Chinese approach of remaining distant from 
both superpowers, and championing efforts 
to offset their strengths — both in Europe 
and in the Third World. 

After years of attacks on Soviet “hegemon- 
ism,” Peking last year began offering increas- 
ingly strident condemnations of the United 
States. Zhao also said strong possibilties 
existed for cooperation between China and 
Western Europe, although be expressed 
regret about “obstacles and difficulties arising 

from the different social systems." 

“We need each other,” Zhao said, expres- 
sing a wish for “more creativeness and a 
breakthrough'’ in technical and economic 
cooperation between Europe and China. 


Rain halts riggers 

King Kong model fails to rise 


NEW YORK. April 10 (AP) — Workers 
■trying to inflate a gigantic model of King 
Kong moored to the top of tbe Empire State 
Building quit for the night Saturday after 
wind, rain and a tear in the ape's neck made 
the job too difficult. 

The giant-size balloon was being inflated 
as part of a promotion to celebrate tire 50th 
anniversary of the 1933 film. King Kong , a 
version of the classic tale Beauty aid the 
Beast. It features a giant ape wbo, in perhaps 
tbe best-remembered scene, climbed atop 
the Empire State Building, then tbe tallest in 
tbe world. “If the weather’s good, we’ll con- 
tinue tomorrow,” said Robert Vkrino of San 
Diego, president of Robert Keith Company, 
the balloon's designer. Efforts to rig tbe bal- 
loon have been plagued with problems since 


they started Thursday. 

In Saturday’s effort, workers began rigging 
tbe 3,000 pound (1,360 kg), 84-foot (25.6 
meters) inflatable gorilla at 5:30 pun. local 
time (1030 GMT) during an evening that 
included several rainsbowers. The inflation 
process started two hours later. 

Kong’s body had taken shape and only bis 
bead remained un inflated when weather and 
the tear caused the riggers to call it a night at 
11 p.m. (0400 GMT). The balloon's gigantic 
fingers, complete with “fingernails,” waved 
delicately in the wind, and its rotund torso 
dung to the south side of tbe building s tower. 

Vkano said be decided to stop for tbe night 
after 45-60 miles per hour (72-97 kph) winds 
caused a rip in Kong’s neck.

San- 
took, chief of India’s top intelligence agency, 
mysteriously left the country for the United 
States to take a job there on die eve of his 
scheduled retirement. The Telegraph news- 
paper of Calcutta said Saturday. 

On the night of March 30, Santook, chief of 
the Research and Analysis Wing, or “RAW," 
as the agency is popularly known, “left for the 
U.S. without handing over charge. He is 
believed to have taken up a job there... Tbe 
incident has baffled government circles." the 
independent daily reported, giving no source 
for its front-page story. 

In New Delhi, Prime Minister Indira Gan- 
dhi’s spokesman declined to comment on die 
report But essentials of it were denied by a 
top intelligence adviser to the government 
who helped found “RAW” and direct it until 
1977. 

The TeUgn^h said a successor had not yet 
been formally appointed and Santook’s 
deputy, G.K. Saxena, was put in acting 
charge. Former “RAW” official K. S&nkaran 
Nair told the Associated Press that “the story 
as read to me is false.” Nair said although he 
does not know Santook’s exact whereab- 
outs, he does know that Saxena was named as 


his successor and “was properly installed in 
tiie normal course of business... in proper 

■ fashion.” _ •- 

The officers of “RAW* planned a farewell 
party in New Delhi March 30 far Santook, 
who was to Tetire tile next day; but Santook 
abruptly left the country. The Telegraph ■ 
reported. 

Little is known about “RAW” except that 
it is a super-secret agency responsible directly 
to the prime mmuierfer .collecting foreign 
and domestic intelligence and headquartered 
in a modernistic buSding in New Delhi. 

According to popular legend, “RAW” 
operatives maintain contact with agents of 
the Soviet KGB, American CLA and other 
foreign intelligence bodies. Neither “RAW” 
nor its officers are listed in India public tele- 
phone or government directories and the 
agency has no spokesman. 

During the New Delhi summit of the 100- 
nation nouahgned movement last month, 
“RAW” officials were called to help protect 
the heads of state and revolutionary leaders 
assembled in India from potential assassina- 
tion, terrorist attack and hostile demonstra- 
tions. Tbe summit came off without serious

2 jailed for anti-Yugoslav activity 


BELGRADE. April 10 (AP) — Two 
ethnic Albanian Yugoslavs have been sen- 
tenced to jail terms for hostile activity against 
Yugoslavia, a press report said here Satur- 
day. 

The report in Sunday’s issue of the leading 
daily PoBdka said the two were tried in the 
district court at Skoplje in two separate trials 
in that southern city, capital of state 
Macedonia. Arslan Resiti, 23, of the town of 
Tetovo, was sentenced to 10 years imprison- 
ment, and Dzeladin Rustemi, 39, from a vil- 
lage near Skoplje, was given six years, it said. 


Resiti was a member of an“fllegal counter- 
revolutionary organization'’ which was active 
in the Tetovo region from 1980 to 1982, the 
report said. The court also found he distri- 
buted “hostile leaflets,” canvassed for new 
members for the organization , the paper said. 

Rustemi had dose Hnks wife “hostile 
Albanian emigres” while he was working in 
West Germany in 1981 and 1982, and organ- 
ized or took part in anti- Yugoslav demonst- 
rations in Western Europe in connection with 
the demonstrations in the Yugoslav province 
of Kosovo, tbe report added. 


MANAMA, April 10 (AP) — Exiled 
Ugandan leader Idi Amin said Sunday he was 
planning to return home and lead under- 
ground guerrilla factions against the Kam- 
pala regime of President Milton Obote. 

“I am very proud, very happy to say that 
my people have asked me to return to 
Uganda and lead them in a war of liberation 
against the tyranny of Obote," said Amin in a 
telephone conversation with the Associated 
Press. The conversation was initiated by 
Amin who called from his exile. 

He said that a delegation erf Ugandan tribal 
chieftains and politicians visited him recently 
and offered a “detailed plan for my return 
and struggle to topple the Obote dique.” 
“More than 25,000 men are ready to fight for 
me, but they are poorly armed,” he said. 
“And 1 repeat my appeal to all honest leaders 
of the world to help me and my people with 


money, arms and medical supplies.” 

He daimed that a “good number erf per- 
sons within the Obote inner drdes are loyal 
to me. ..They have been communicating 
excellent information to me about the weak 
sides in Obote’s regime." 

Amin said that he insisted to the purported 
Ug a ndan delegation that “I would not like to 
be president again."

“After- 
ward, I will have my own political party, 
which would set an example of democracy. It 
will be strictly through a democratic process 
— free elections — that 1 would return to the 
presidency of Uganda.”

AUGUSTA, Georgia, April 10 (AP) — 
Gil Morgan, wearing fisherman's foul- 
weather headgear against the rain, fought his 
way to a one-stroke lead Saturday in foe 
uncompleted second round of foe Masters, 
which was played with Jack Nicklaus injured 
on foe sidelines. 

The round was called by darkness with six 
players — including Morgan — stranded on 
foe rain-soaked Augusta National Golf Club 
Course.

Saturday, once causing a 32-minute delay 
that, eventually, proved critical. 

Morgan, holding the lead at seven-under- 
par for die tournament, and his playing part- 
ners, Jack Renner and Ray Floyd, still had 
two holes to play when they stopped. 

The six players who were unable to finish 
play Saturday marked their position on the 
course and will return Sunday morning to 
complete foe round. The cut then will be 
made to the low 44 scorers and all wi thin 10 
shots of the leader.

Australia' s Elspeth Clement became tbe first 
player to score a hat-trick in her team’s easy 
5-1 win over Wales. 

Tbe Netherlands, tbe early fovorities and 
top seeds, bad to struggle. India sprang a 
surprise by dominating play in tbe early 
stages and taking tbe lead through Sndba 
Cbaudhaiy. But tbe seasoned Dufchman- 
aged to gain control of the game and scored 
twice within five minutes. Sandra Le Poole 
and Bock Horst Fieke were the scorers.

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PLANS AND THE PUBLIC 

Everybody who worked hard for the successful launching 
and conduct of the just concluded traffic and health weeks 
deserves to be warmly congratulated. It is difficult to measure 
the results of such campaigns which are largely educative, in 
concrete terms. And it takes time for their impact to be felt. 
What is important is that sincere efforts are being made from 
time to time to make the general public aware erf the achieve- 
ments of the past year in various fields and the goals set for die 
future. 

This is the first requisite to ensuring people’s whole-hearted 
participation in various developmental schemes going on at a 
feverish pitch in the Kingdom. People's involvement, in fact, is 
the key to the success erf any plan, however grandiose it may 
be. If, for example, the government launches an ambitious 
scheme to grow more trees, the public has to be educated 
about the importance of the vegetation and the vital role the 
citizens can play in furthering this laudable objective by plant- 
ing trees on their own as well as preventing the destruction of 
existing ones by human beings or animals. In the absence of 
such a campaign, the money and effort will go down the drain. 
This is equally true erf all other schemes, more so in the case of 
those relating to health, cleanliness, and prevention of traffic 
accidents.

In fact, there is a strong case for making this 
kind of educational campaign a year-round affair, something 
which runs parallel to the developmental activities, rather 
than confining them to certain weeks in a year.

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Bizarre Afghan tales reflect sagging Russian morale

MOSCOW - 

A Soviet army lieutenant, home from Afghanis- 
tan, shocked his civilian companions in a restaurant 
recently when be told them that he never wanted to 
see his comrades-in-arms again. 

To the civilians at the table, Russians steeped in 
the sentimental reminiscences of World War 11 that 
fiD popular books and magazines and a good part of 
Soviet television programming, the young lieuten- 
ant’s attitude was incomprehensible. Tire officer 
explained simply that there is nothing about the war 
to sentimentalize. It is brutal and brutalizing, he 
told his tablemates, and the less he had to think 
about it the better. 

In the three years since the Soviet Army installed 
the pro-Moscow regime of President Babrak Kar- 
tnal in Kabul, about 300,000 soldiers and officers 
have returned from Afghanistan on regular troop 
rotations, according to Western military specialists. 
Some of them are bringing home feelings of bit- 
terness, frustration and horror reminiscent of the 
American experience in Vietnam. Some have told 
friends and relatives about the futility of massive 
Soviet firepower in mountainous terrain. 

There are scattered reports from returning troops 
about high casualties — squads and platoon-size 
units decimated by deaths, wounds, accidents and 
illness. In one instance, a Soviet officer has told 
friends that he was gravely .injured in a chemical 
attack, apparently one involving Soviet-made 
poison gas. 

The disillusioned lieutenant, for one, gave two 
reasons for wanting to banish his memories of 
Afghanistan, which he said is “ruining" good men. 
There are the severely wounded and crippled whose 
own traumas, be said, are painful to think about. 
Others in his unit, the lieutenant added, had 
debased themselves by cutting off heads and other 
parts of Afghan freedom fighters. Pervasive secrecy 
about the Afghan war and the dispersion of return- 
ing troops through a country of 271 million people 
spread almost halfway around the world make it 
hard to draw a clear and representative picture of 


the Afghan war as seen through Soviet eyes. 

But on the basis of comments collected over the 
last eight months from IS officers and soldiers who 
served there -- through a variety of Soviet sources 
— it would appear that the 105,000 Soviet troops 
now in Afghanistan suffer significant problems of 
morale and discipline. Western diplomats do not 
believe these problems are likely to weaken Soviet 
determination to stay in Afghanistan. But the 
experiences of Soviet troops in Afghanistan, as they 
spread by word of mouth, are beginning to color 
public impressions of the war and contribute to a 
broader disenchantment of Soviet youth. 

Secrecy limits this impact. Soviet news media, 
except for a recent spate of articles about heroic 
Soviet soldiers, rarely publish anything resembling 
war new. Many returning soldiers seem reluctant 
to talk about the war for personal reasons. 
Moreover, all military personnel, in addition to 
signing pledges not to have contact with foreigners, 
appear to live under special constraints where 
Afghanistan is concerned, and these may extend to, 
troops discharged from the army. 

Militaiy officers, have provided vivid glimpses of 
the difficulties that Soviet forces, designed for 
conventional warfare in Europe, face in rooting 
Afghan fighters out of awesomely rugged mountain 
terrain. During a brief home leave last summer in 
the Moscow area, an air force officer serving in 
Afghanistan told an • acquaintance that, in his 
judgement, the military situation there is “terr- 
ible." 

Echoing frustrations heard more than a decade 
ago from Americans in Vietnam, the officer com- 
plained. “you shoot but you never see anyone or 
anything to shoot at." He added that tanks, the 
mainstay of Soviet Army, have proved unwieldy 
and of limited value in a liberation war. “ What good 
are tanks in the mountains?" he asked. 

His perspective appeared to be that of an officer 
providing air support for ground operations. 
According to Western military specialists, the 
Soviets have gradually absorbed basic lessons of 
liberation warfare in Afghanistan and are adapting 


their tactics to local conditions. Air support is said 
to have improved, mainly through the growing use 
of helicopters. In the process, however, the Soviets 
have turned to scorched-earth techniques, using 
ground forces to cordon off villages and reducing 
them to rubble with indiscriminate strafing and 
bombardment. 

None of the soldiers and officers whose remarks 
were accessible reported having seen or heard 
about the use of Soviet chemical weapons in 
Afghanistan. Moscow has denounced as a fabrica- 
tion U.S. charges that Soviet chemical weapons, 
some of them employing biological toxins, have kil- 
led at least 10,000 villagers and fighters in 
Afghanistan, Laos and Cambodia since 1975. In a 
mirror image of the U.S. accusations, the Soviets 
have charged the United States in turn with supply- 
ing “poison chemicals" to Afghan fighters. 

The only physical evidence the Soviets have cited 
consists of hand grenades allegedly found in arms 
caches. Published Soviet photographs clearly show 
some of them labeled as smoke grenades designed 
for defensive training exercises. Others are marked 
as containing nonlethal agents used in civilian riot 
control. 

One western military attache said he had no 
doubt that Afghan fighters would “use anything 
they could get their hands on," but he added that it 
would make no sense to put lethal gases in hand 
grenades because their short range would endanger 
the troops using them, even if they had protective 
gear. 

Western analysts generally agree that while 
Soviet and Afghan government forces hold the 
cities, they control no more than about 20 percent 
of the Afghan countryside. Remarks by returning 
Soviet soldiers conform with this assessment. They 
also tend to corroborate Western reports that the 
resistance continues in Kabul and otber dries and 
that dty streets in Afghanistan are Ear from secure. 

The air force officer who described the overall 
military situation as terrible, for instance, also said 
that even in the capital of Kabul “there is no safe 
place to walk." One young Muscovite, home on sick 


leave with hepatitis, said the standard procedure for 
going to a cafe in Kabul is to travel in groups of half 
a dozen Soviet soldiers, accompanied by two or 
three armed Afghans. In the cafes, he said, all keep 
their machine guns ar the ready in their laps. 

Still another young soldier from Moscow, who 
counted himself lucky to be assigned to the relative 
safety of guard duty in Kabul, recalled that “there 
was never a quiet night” in his year.of army service 
there. “There was always shooting, something was 
always blowing up,” be said. ’ 

No Soyjet casualty figures in Afghanistan have 
been made public, but the U.S. Defense Depart- 
ment estimates that Soviet armed farces have paid a 
relatively km price in three years of conflict thus 
far, with 5,000 killed and about 10,000 wounded. 
In the absence of official Soviet information, Ru»- 
sians are often wilting to believe moch higher fig- 
ures. in part because of sporadic but persistent 
reports of decimated units. 

One young veteran from the Ural moon tains reg- 
ion wrote to friends in Moscow last fen, for exam- 
ple, telling that only be and one other survived 'out 
of bis squad of 10 draftees. The Moscow soldier 
flown borne to recuperate from hepatitis said that 
20 percent of his unit — he did not specify its size — 
were either dead, wounded or iU. Stffl another . sol- 
dier, from the Georgian capital of Tbilisi, .told 
friends several months ago that only twolout of. bis 
unit of 14 were .still alive afte£less than in 
Afghanistan. r.;. 

According to Western military specialists, the 
high incidence of infectious hepatitis among Soviet 
troops reflects a combination of scarce water sup- 
plies in Afghanistan and poor sa nitation in military 
camps. 

For some Soviet soldiers, the war 9eems to be not 
so much a demoralizing experience as an eye- 
opening one. One yqwng returnee, an ethiuc Rus- 
sian, wrote to friends in Moscow in amazement, 
telling them of the divided loyalties he found among 
Moslems from Central Asia in his unit, some of 
whom, he wrote, “would rather shoot Russians than 
Afghans." (LAT) 


Tension mounts as French get less tolerant of immigrants

PARIS — 

A new militancy has sprung up among immigrant 
workers in France, prompting a backlash by work- 
ing dass Frenchmen, and the country’s continuing 
economic crisis has increased friction, occasionally 
breaking into violence. 

There are periodic gang fights between French 
and immigrant youths, particularly along the 
French Riviera. Racist graffiti on walls and insults 
toward immigrant youths are not uncommon in the 
working-class neighborhoods where most 
minorities live. Offidally there are about 4.2 mil- 
lion legal immigrants in France — one in every 12 
French residents. There are an estimated 106.000 
black Africans in France, but for most Frenchmen 
the term immigrant usually refers to the 1 .4 million 
Arabs from Algeria, Morocco and Tunisia. Esti- 
mates of the illegal population range from several 
hundred thousand to a million or more. 

The 1.6 million Portuguese, Italian and Spanish 
immigrants in France generally are able to assimi- 
late themselves into sodety, and appear to suffer 
little overt discrimination. Many of the immigrants 
came to France during the 1960s, recruited to do 
the dirty work Frenchmen refused to do — collect 
the garbage, sweep the streets and sweat out the 
relatively low-paid assembly line work that helped 
France become the world’s fifth most powerful 
industrialized nation. 


But the jobs are scarce now, and according to 
several immigrant workers interviewed, discrimina- 
tion in housing and employment is more intense 
than ever. 

“Whenever anything goes wrong with the 
economy they blame die immigrants," said 33- 
year-old Muhammad Mahi. He moved to France 
from Algeria nine years ago “because I wanted to 
train for a better job before returning home." But 
after eight years of working for the same electrical 
construction firm outside Paris and “being passed 
over for promotion by less- qualified Frenchmen,” 
he quit to take a job as a stock derk. 

Monia Namsi, a bright 27-year-old Tunisian, 
came to Paris two years ago hoping to go to medical 
school. She was rejected and enrolled in a year-long 
computer programming course at $300 a month 
tuition. “They promised to find jobs for everybody 
in the dass,” she said. “In the end, they placed all 
the French students in jobs in Paris. But the only 
positions they could find for the foreigners were 
way exit in the country.” 

Mahi says he has never earned more than 3,800 
francs (about 5540) a month, and he plans eventu- 
ally to return to Algeria. Ouali Zaidi, a 42-year-old 
Algerian who works in a grocery store and has been 
in France for 26 year, says he cannot go home 
without losing the retirement and health benefits he 
has earned over the years. 

“But it is my fervent hope that my four children 


will go back when they are a little older. 1 don’t want 
them to live in France.” 

"The French are not necessarily more racist than 
other people, but the average Frenchman is very 
chauvinistic” says Yves Wahl, director of the 
International League against Racism and Anti- 
semitism. “Everything that isn't French is rejected. 
Even Frenchmen moving from one region of France 
to another have trouble being accepted,” he said in 
an interview. 

In France, it is illegal to say publidy that one race 
is inferior to another. Insensitivity and open racial 
stereotyping, however, are not covered by the law. 
A popular French comic shows up periodically on 
nationwide television with his best-known routine 
— an impression of a grinning black African immig- 
rant complete with exaggerated accent and jokes 
about fadal features. 

But with unemployment at more than 2 million, 
immigration is not a joke. It became a major issue in 
the recent nationwide municipal elections. So did 
crime in the streets, a problem many people link 
directly to the immigrant population. The Social- 
ists, who came to power in 1981 after a decade of 
denouncing the “ racism” of the right, were forced 
to alter the tone, if not the substance, of their policy 
on immigration during the campaign. 

After immigrant workers launched a series of 
crippling strikes in the French auto industry in late 
January and February, Premier Pierre Mauroy 


astonished' many liberal-minded people of 
announcing he had evidence the workers were 
being “agitated by religious and political groups.” 
No evidence of religious manipulation in the ante 
strikes was made public, but his statements came as 
French auto workers were quoted on television and 
in tile press co mp la ini n g about special religious 
privileges for Arab workers. 

During die elections, the extreme right, whose 
leader Jean-Marie Le Pen won 11 .25 percent of the 
vote and a district council seat in Paris’ immigrant- 
saturated 20th Arrondissement, campaigned with 
posters reading: “2 million unemployed' 5s*2 jmHion 
immigrants too many. France is first of all French.” 

Le Pan’s National Front received almost a million 
votes nationwide, its best showing since it was 
founded 10 years ago. Socialist Interior Minister 
Gaston Defferre scraped home to victory in Mazse- 
file, where he has been mayorfor 30 years, with a 
little help from a last-minute appeal that his minis- 
terial post made him the best-placed to deal with 
the “immigration problem”. The leftist daily news- 
paper Le Monde chided Defferre for his campaign- 
tactics in a story which began: “Victory, but at what 
pnee?” (AP) 


Chicago election symbolic of racial fight

WASHINGTON — 
When an unprepossessing, bald and bearded 
man, with a free not unfairly likened to that of a 
goat, steps on to the streets of America’s second 
largest dty, groups of white dtizens are likely to 
break rail mto chants of ,, Berme,Bernie.’’ When he 
appears at a meeting, there is a fervor in the air that 
Is only just this side of frightening. 

Bernard Epton, the redpient of this wild public 
enthusUm, exudes something of the charisma of a 
damp and foggy day. What is more, he is a Republi- 
can running for major in the strongest Democratic 
fiefdom in the United States. History says that when 
Chicagoans go to the polls on April 12 he should be 
buried: under normal a rcu instances his chances 
would be roughly comparable to those of a one- 
legged man running a marathon. 

But Epton is white, and his Democratic opponent 
is black, and, in a dty with the highest concentration 
of blacks living together outside Africa, and with a 
de facto segregation that led Studs Terkel, the 
Chicago writer and observer of the American scene, 
to dub the dty “ Johannesburg on the lake ” that is 
enough to mkke Epton, who is Jewish, the least 
likely folk hero in Chicago’s murky history. 

What is more, his opponent, Harold Washington, 


is a deeply flawed man who has served a prison 
sentence for failing to make tax returns and was 
struck off as a lawyer for pocketing pathetic sums 
paid him by poor black dients for legal services 
never rendered, which sins give anyone voting on 
radal grounds the perfect camo flage: it is not 
Washington’s color, but his integrity that is at issue, 
they say. 

If either candidate has any polides, they have 
long since been lost in a bitter, brutish campaign of 
mud-slinging and vilification, which characterize 
tile race as “having started in the gutter and very 
quickly descended to the sewer,” The legacy of this 
hate will be with the dty for some time: already the 
police force is polarized, with some officers not 
talking to each other across the radal divide, and 
the school system is preparing for violence in the 
wake of Tuesday's result. And there are far wider 
implications for American politics. If Washington, 
the black man, loses, tais defeat could shatter the 
contract between blacks and the Democratic Party 
without which no Democrat can hope to become 
president of the United States. 

If the famed Chicago Democratic machinery 
cannot deliver the mere 15 percent of the white 
electorate that Washington will need on top of his 
rock-solid blade support, why, the argument will 
run, should white Democrats ever again receive the 


unswerving black support of the past? There is. as 
Washington himself says, “such a thing as loyalty in 
this business.” 

The arithmetic of the race is this: there are likely 
to be 500,000 black votes cast for Washington, and 
500,000 pretty secure white voters for Epton (the 
vast majority of whom arc registered Democrats), 
leaving about 200.000 “undedded" whites who will 
determine the result. Chicago liberals are thin on 
the ground, and anyway may well be Jewish, creat- 
ing divided loyalties, so Washington caimot be cer- 
tain of more than the 6 percent of whites he 
attracted at the primary. , 

Although the polls show Washington ahead by 
about 12 percentage points, there are enough 
“don't knows” (who in reality are probably “don’t 
wish to tells”) to encourage Epton that if the sponge 
is squeezed hard enough “silent” ’ white voters will 
t urn out to pu t him in. 

“But there will be stars from this election that will 
endure. One black professional, a volunteer for 
Washington, has been losing white friends he has 
known for years. " They say they are not voting for 
Washington because he is black, but add that they 
like me. It’s a shocking and impossible contradic- 
tion. When all this is over, there is going to be a lot 
more to mend than the Demoontic Party, ” he said. 
— (LOS)

WASHINGTON (WP) — Zbigniew 
Brzezinski blows tbe lid off J imm y Carter’s 
White House. Hear the Chinese vice premier 
forget Cy Vance’s name. Read how the wasp 
elite is on its way out Watch Fritz Mondale 
comb his hair. 

if sail in Power and Principle, a serious text 
oo the machinations of foreign policy thaf s 
sprinkled with cheerful attacks on 
Brzezinskf s friends, enemies and Washing- 
tern's powerful. 

“I think if Q hurt me with a lot of people, 
sure” says Brzezinski. ‘*1 think a lot of people 
are going to be mad at me. I didn't write it to 
make them mad, but I wasn’t going to write 
anything that wasn’t true.” 

The Carter administration, an era that is 
rapidly becoming a collection of memoirs, 
has spent the past two years producing sev- 
eral versions of its own history. Ti mmy Carter 
wrote Keeping Faith and Hamilton Jordan 
turned out Crisis. Now , from the former 
national security adviser, comes the first 
book to cause former colleagues to lob gre- 
nades at its author. 

“He spent four years and 573 pages trying 
to convince people that he never wanted to be 
a secretary of state, a Henry Kissinger or a Cy 
Vance, but after reading tbe book I would say 
be need have no fear of becoming any one of 
the three,” says Robert Strauss, the former 
Mideast negotiator who Brzezinski says took 
die job because he thought it would make 
him a ‘‘Democratic Henry Kissinger, a 
mass-media star.” 

“What is this ludicrous garbage? 1 ' Patt 
Derian, the former assistan t secretary of state 
for human rights, wrote for the Washington 
Past *s opinion page. “This is the story of how 
the preadenf s national security adviser tried 
tocutthe throat of everyone who stood in the 
path of his power and strategic principle.” 
Her husband, Hodding Carter, tbe former 
State Department spokesman whom 
Brzezinski suspected of attacking him 
anonymously through the newspapes, says, 
“from what 1 hear, it’s so classically 
Brzeziiiski that I'm sure he does for himself 
exactly what he deserves” Carter said he has 
not read tbe book. 

“I don't think kiss-and-tell books have 
much to do with history,” says Maxine Isaacs, 
the press secretary to Mondale. “Mondale 
hasn't read it, he has no immediate plans to 
read it and, therefore, has no comment” 
Neither does former Secretary of State 
QrosR. Vanoe,Brzezin$kf s No. 1 rival, who 
presumably will have something to say in 
response when his own memoir, Bari 
Choices, comes out in June. Many former 
colleagues aren’t rushing to read it, although 
jjresumablythat doesn't predude a quick rifl- 
jng of the index. Among the nonreaders: 
Edmund S. Musltie, the other former secret- 
ary of state from tbe Carter administration, 
and Stansfield Turner, the former CIA direc- 
tor whom Brzezinski says be deveriy kept 
from attending the morning national security 
briefings that he had alone with tire president. 

There are defenders like former Defense 
Secretary Harold Brown, a Brzezinsld ally, 
and David Aaron, Brzezinski’s former 
deputy, who said “if his portraits lack a little 
delicacy, I'm not surprised. He's not 
Plutarch.” 

And few Washington memoirs read like 
Plutarch’s Jives. In this city, the government 
autobiographies that former Carter speech- 
writer James Fallows once said should be cal- 
led “if only they’d listened to me” come in 
two distinct forms. 

Brzezinskf s book, an account of political 
infi ghting that shows the competing voices erf 
Carter administration foreign policy, also 
contains a long section on the SALT talks, a 
repeated argument for a tougher strategy 
toward the Soviets, a revelation that he 
argued for an American-supported coup in 
Iran, a call for a more powerful “director of 
national security affairs” subject to Senate 
confirmation, and much praise for Carter and 
his own national security council staff mem- 
bers. 

Nevertheless, tbe history and analysis may 
be overshadowed by the gossip, inducting 
comments about Walter Mondale’s personal- 
ity and an anecdote in which Chinese Vice 
Premier Kang Shien is reported to have for- 
gotten Vances name during a White House 
visit As former Carter Press Secretary Jody 
Powell delicately puts it: “Sometimes the 
personal difficulties tend to distract from tbe 
policy discussions.” 

“I have never believed in flattery or lying 
as a way of making it” says Brzezinski, his leg 
casually thrown over the edge ofa chair in his 
office at the Georgetown Center for Strategic 
and International Studies, the think tank. On 
the walls are pictures of die former national 
security adviser jogging with Carter. 


“1 have made it on my own terms.” be says. 
“If one starts sitting down and saying, ‘will 
this help me? will this hurt me? should 1 be 
embarrassed about chat? Should I take credit 
for this?* then you're not writing a memoir. 
You’re engaging in some sort of self-serving 
promotion, some exercise, in effect, in decep- 
tion." 

But just as Brzeziiiskfs career is often 
measured against Henry Kissinger’s, Power 
cutd Principle may be compared to Kissinger’s 
memoirs, two volumes that are more sweep- 
ing — and more politically expedient 

“1 am not inclined to tbe view that it is 
worthwhile to try to do something twice,” 
Brzezinski says. “America is not a country in 
which people who are prepared to make 
waves and to stand for something usually get 
a second chance. America could have a ter- 
rific government composed, let’s say, of Jim 
Schleringer, and Melvin Laird, in some ways 
John Conn ally, Henry Kissinger, perhaps 
myself. But if you’re controversial, you don’t 
make it again in America. You only make it if 
you’re safe.” 

Brzezinski, born of an aristocratic Polish 
family, writes about the demise of “die 
once- dominant wasp elite” — a group in 
which he places Vance. “Cy would have 
made an extraordinary successful secretary of 
state in a more tranquil age," he writes. “He 
was at his best when negotiating with the 
decent patties of the world ... He was at his 
worst in dealing with the thugs of this world.” 

How much does he resent this “wasp 
elite?” “Curiously enough, 1 don’t.” 
Brzezmski says. “I regret that it’s passing. ... 
The problem with the wasp elite is that it is 
politically fragmented and no longer exer- 
cises any homogeneous influence on oox fore- 
ign policy. Socially, it has become increas- 
ingly effete, weak, guilt-ridden, indecisive.” 

Brzezinslri, 55, teaches part-time as a pro- 
fessor at Columbia University. He also says 
be has informally advised several Democratic 
presidential candidates, although he won't 
say whom. He is a foreign policy consultant to 
several corporations and financial institu- 
tions, but again, he won't say which ones. He 
says Alexander Haig used to call Mm for 
advice when be was secretary of state. He 
says he's making lots of money. 

He is not particularly introspective about 
his personal side. (“I never felt the need to go 
to a shrink. I don't spend time contemplating 
my navel.”) He also writes, travels, speaks, 
sees foreign visitors, plays tennis and says be 
doesn’t mind hanging around Washington 
(be and his wife, Entilie, known as Muska, 
still live in Virginia) as a spectator. 

The interview over, Brzezinski leans back 
in his chair, relaxed, a man who may well 
have started new Washington wars by settling 
old scores. 

“Are you going to write my biography,” he 
asks playfully, “when I become secretary of 
state in Bob Strauss’ administration?” 


WASHINGTON (WP) — Zbigniew 
Brzezinski has written a memoir. The white 
bat is known as “I.” The black hat is Cyrus 
Vance: “Vance seemed to be the quintessen- 
tial product of his own background: as a 
member of both the legal profession and the 
once-dominant wasp elite, he operated 
according ro their values and rules, but those 
were of dedining relevance ... All in all, in 
temperament and in training, Vance was a 
representative erf an elite that was no longer 
dominant either in the world or in America. 
(President) Carter certainly never was part of 
that America, and it certainly was not easy for 
me to relate to it either.” 


Some redeeming qualities are conceded to 
the bete noire. Vance is “really a very pleas- 
ant person to deal with... Even though i am

often frustrated by what the State Depart- 
ment stands for .... there is no doubt he is a 
very good person ... Really a very decent 
person ... What is quite impressive is bow weD 
briefed he is on most of the issues.” 

Not only that, Vance “giggl(ed) uncon- 
trollably” with Brzezinski. However, he did 
have irritating personal qualities. Vance “bad 
a way of very pleasantly blinking his 
eyelashes... I was struck by how often the 
habit manifested itself in Cy* s dealings with 
the president.” 

Washington didn’t measure up either. 


Brzezinskf s “impressions of Washington 
social life were less than ecstatic. ..Hypocrisy 
seems to be the dominant style in personal 
relationships around here.” Attend, 
Washington, those are the words of a master. 

Brzezinski hates all these people. If s prob- 
ably because he sees himself as tire “object of 
envy and resentment, and also of much critic- 
ism” — “backstabbing too. Well, tough 
guys know how to hurt a fellow and the 
mighty must be felled. 

Chancellor Helmut Schmidfs “elevator 
shoes” are noted along with Brzezinskf s 
detection of “ the country boy's (the president 
of the United States) awe for the elegance of 
the Parisian intellect (GiscartTs), and “the 
loving way (Mondale) would comb his hair in 
front of the mirror.” George Bail seems to be 
a liar — “apparently he falsely told Vance” 
— and Harold Brown. Brzezinskf s “closest 
partner” “annoyed me” when he was 
“attempting to score points with the presi- 
dent.” 

Any success Brzezinski credits to himself. 
AH failures of policy, will, judgment apd pat- 
riotism are specifically assigned t oothers . 

Though buried in this mire are some fore- 
ign affairs views that deserve examination, 
they are not what make tins book worth read- 
ing now. Its utility is in the explicit description 
cf the brutal and damaging bureaucratic 
infighting that impeded articulation of a 
rational foreign policy under Emmy Carter. 
And it could provide chilling insghts into 
how the game is played today between die 
national security adviser, the secretary of 
state and the political triumvirate in the 
White House, since articulation of foreign 
policy hasn't improved with Reagan 

ailmitnUnilinii 

Brzezinski has given us, all unaware, a 
national tragedy. When Carter awarded the 
medal of freedom to Brzezinski, be said: “He 
has never tried to take credit for success, nor 
has he ever tried to blame me as president or 
anyone else for a failure. ...If s so easy for 
someone who works within the inner circles 
of the White House ... when something goes 
wrong very quietly, very subtly to say 1 
recommended one thing, the president or the 
secretary of state or the secretary of defense 
did something else. Zbigniew Brzezinski has 
never done that. Iam deeply indebted to him, 
and I think the nation shares the debt." 

Brzezinski had waited until now to do all 
those things the president said he didn’t do.

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Tanzania abounds 


in sharp contrasts

DR ES SALAAM, Tanzania (AP) — Six 
days a week Dar Es Salaam's grandiose. 
Chinese-built railway station stands silent 
and deserted, a troubled monument to one of 
the biggest aid projects ever undertaken in 
Africa. 

Only on Wednesday mornings, and some- 
times not even then, do any travelers burry 
beneath the station’s soaring vaulted roof, 
supported by 12 massive, marble-veneered 
pillars, to board die dark blue passenger 
coaches for the journey to neighboring Zam- 
bia. 

On other days, giant portraits of Presidents 
Julius Nyerere of Tanzania and Kenneth 
Kaunda of Zambia peer down on a grand 
staircase leading to cavernous but empty 
waiting rooms. 

Kaunda laid the foundation stone for tbe 
station Oct. 26, 1970. During the next six 
years 10.000 to 20,000 Chinese and 50,000 
Africans accomplished one of the most spec- 
tacular e ngin eering feats on the continent — 
a 1,162- mile (1 ,859-kilometer) railway link- 
ing the Indian Ocean port of Dar Es Salaam 
with Zambia's copper belt 

The Chinese, sometimes breaking into 
Maoist songs, built 147 stations, 300 bridges, 
21 tunnels and 2,200 culverts along the route 
through Tanzania’s southern highlands. 

The Tanzania -Zambi a railway, Tazara for 
short, was to free landlocked Zambia from 
dependence on transport through white- 
ruled South Africa. But the railway has fallen 
into disuse because of mismanagement. 

Passenger service has been cut back from 
five times weekly to once a week — leaving 
Dar Es Salaam at 10:45 ajn. But the trains 
are frequently delayed by locomotive break- 
downs. 

In Dar Es Salaam's debilitating heat when 
the brain is on simmer, some relief can be 
found at an ice cream emporium owned by 
Englishman Paul L. Mullen. He is Tanzania's 
leading fan of Walt Disney, the late Ameri- 
can creator of entertainment parks and car- 
toons. 

“ Welcome to our world, where every day is 
Disney day,” says the sign outride his usually 
crowded sno-cream parlor on pothole- 
riddled Mansfield Street 

Inride, tbe Disney ditty “whistle while you 
work” from the 1938 animated cartoon Snow 
White and tiu Seven Dwarfs wafts from a tape 
deck somewhere behind a styrofoam Disney 
magic castle looming over the soda fountain 
and tiki juice bar. 

Big color figures of Donald Duck. Mickey 
Mouse, Bambi, Captain Hook and Snow 
White decorate the walls. 

Mullen first came to Tanganyika — as 
mainland Tanzania was then called — as a 
boy wfth his mother and father, an employee 
of Tanganyika Railways. After a stint in 
neighboring Kenya, he came back here as a 
young man just out of college, got into tbe ice 


cream business and stayed. 

He admits to being45, but says he is known 
around town as Peter Pan, the little boy in the 
J-M. Barrie play who ran away to never- 
never land and never grew up. 

When the “long rains” come to Dar Es 
Salaam — from late March through May — 
an umbrella would be useful on a tour of tbe 
national museum. The roofs of both museum 
buildings leak like the bamboo fish traps on 
display in the ethnography gallery. 

Water cascades down on glass exhibition 
cases containing such items as the fossilized 
bones of man's ancestors from Olduvai 
Gorge in northern Tanzania and exquisite 
wooden masks of the Makonde tribe on the 
southern border with Mozambique. 

The edges of fragile, antique maps of 
Africa, some as early as the 37th century, 
have blackened with mildew. 

The museum apparently has a low priority 
in a country that juggles its meager foreign 
exchange reserves from day to day and pays 
out about 60 percent of its hard currency 
every year for imported oil*. 

In Tanzania's shortage economy, there’s a 
flourishing black market in just about every- 
thing from soap to automobile engines, tires 
to electrical generators. To supply tbe so- 
called “magendo” market, pilferage and 
grand theft have become as common as 
power blackouts. 

A relatively well-to-do Tanzanian 
returned homefrom a party recently at2 a.tn. 
and parked his Peugeot station wagon out- 
side his house. When he got in his car around 
6 a.m. to go to work, he found that the engine 
wouldn’t start 

Thinking it was a battery problem, he 
opened the hood and discovered there was no 
engine. It had been lifted out during tbe four 
hours he slepL 

Construction of a new wing of the New 
Africa Hotel in downtown Dar Es Salaam 
was delayed for months, residents of the capi- 
tal say, because of pilferage from the rite of 
elevator parts and essential tools. 

The government-owned Tanzania Film 
Co. set up a small plant just outride Dar Es 
Salaam to press records for the tool market, 
modeling the venture on financially success- 
ful music companies in West Africa. 

But the plant has yet to press a disc, 
because somebody carted away from Dar Es 
Salaam port in December 1981 about 
S 100,000 worth of imported electrical 
equipment needed to operate the factory. 

A European businessman tells the tale erf 
trying to establish a small steel plant in Tan- 
zania. He found there were no building 
blocks available, and no frames for doors or 
windows, so he had to set up small factories to 
make them. Then there was a shortage of cut 
timber, so he put up a saw mill. 

"What do they want me to do?” he asked a 
viator in exasperation. "Print my own money 
and run up a flag?” 



Dogs become Soviet status symbols

MOSCOW (LOS) — Tbe planners never 
planned it that way but on^ of tbe symbols erf 
the Soviet Union’s greater affluence has 
become die domestic dog. 

Imagine a little square in the heart of old 
Moscow about 10 o’clock on a winter’s even- 
ing. It has been snowing and the houses and 
streets have taken on tpe charm of a Russian 
fairy tale. In the middle of the sqaure stands a 
group of Muscovites handsomely dressed in 
heavy overcoats and fur hats. Afl around 
them are dogs; not just any dogs but prize, 
rare, and for the most part big dogs. 

There is a boxer/ a couple of poodles, an 
English bulldog and a pair of Ain Russian 
borzois. There is afso a monster animal which 
might be taken fey a St. Bernard but in fact is 
an old Russian breed that were used as guard 
dpgs. / 

Muscovites, as well as~the inhabitants of 
other Soviet dries, live in flats, not private 
houses. A tremendous amount of building 
bas taken place in the last 20 years but most 
people still live a life that is cramped by 
Western standards. 

Even if yojl are lucky enough to live in flats 
like those round the little square you won't 
enjoy very /much more space than average. 
And dog awning, though chic for the well- 
to-do Muscovite, isn’t confined to them. Not 
surprisingly the strains of keeping pets in 
dries that weren’t designed for them is begin- 
ning to tefl. The newspaper Soviet Russia has 
just published some warning stories about it 

A young gjri in a provincial city took her 
family’s Scottish sheepdog for a walk. It 
bounded ahead of her down the stairs of the 
apartment building where it was met by a 
neighbor who kicked it so brutally that it died 
the following day, 

A reader of the newspaper sent In the fol- 
lowing letter about another incident. “We 


teach our children to love animals but look 
what happened in our town. A garbage truck 
was going along with a member of the militia, 
a senior lieutenant by rank, sitting in the cab 
and shooting at the dogs running by. In front 
of everybody’s eyes!" 

Another letter told of a senior doctor and 
other staff members of a sanitarium setting 
off through the grounds armed with a rifle . 
and crowbars. “Asked what had happened 
they answered, “We’re going to kill stray 
dogs.” Shortly after we heard yelps.” 

Cruelty in recent years has come to have a 
commercial value. Dogs are being killed for 
their skins which are made into fur hats and 
coats. Although this is not a legal business, 
some town authorities seem to support it 
Soviet Russia has discovered towns that even 
have a hunting “plan” for dogs. In theory this 
is for animals that have gone wild but spot 
checks showed that many of the hunted ani- 
mals had owners. One town in Siberia even 
offered a prize for the “best supplier of dog 
skins.” 

A movement has begun to organize both 
the protection of pets and education in how to 
look after and train them. One of its leading 
lights, Sergei Obraztsov, die founder of the 
famous Moscow Puppet Theater, some time 
ago recounted on television the horrifying 
tale of trappers catching a magnificent St 
Bernard and s kinning him sg they could sell 
the fur. 

The government has tried to regulate the 
new fashion. Dog owners now have to pay an 
annual license fee of about $20. Special areas 
have been designated in towns where dogs 
may be exercized. But it is obvious that many 
of the dogs in Moscow are quite unsuited to 
town fife. A borzoi or a boxer was never 
meant to live in a small flat and, given the 
inexperience of most of their owners, it isn’t 
surprising that Some of them are hard to con- 
trol.

Pound’s recovery halts rise in metal prices 


BUENOS AIRES. April 10 (Rj — The 
“Group of 77** developing nations ended a 
five-day ministerial conference Saturday dur- 
ing which they called for bigger loans and an 
easiqg of import restrictions by industrialized 
countries. 

Their proposals, which will be put to the 
United Nations Conference on Trade and 
Development (UNCTAD) in Belgrade in 
Jane, were worked out during a five-day 
meeting. 

Resolutions adopted during the confer- 
ence call for increased lending to the Third 
World by international financial institutions 
such as the World Bank and International 
Monetary Fund (IMF). 

The resolutions also cal] on developed 
countries to lift restrictions on the import of 
produce from poorer nation sand demand the 
setting up of an international fund to protect 
commodity prices. 

In addition, the Group of 77, which was 
founded by developing nations at the First 
UNCTAD conference in 1964 to define 
Third World attitudes to international 


for the world’s least developed countries, 
indudihg the conversion of existing 
development loans into outright grants. 

Resolutions passed by representatives of 
125 countries at the conference called on 
developed countries to ease the foreign debt 
burden of the Third World by refinancing 
official development assistance loans and 
export guarantee credits. 

In the case of the least developed coun- 
tries, existing development loans should be 
turned into outright grants, they said. 

The resolutions also urged international 
development agencies to give developing 
countries fresh loans to compensate for their 
servicing of existing credits from the same 
agencies. 

The Group of 77 called on the IMF to 
increase its allocation of Special Drawing 
Rights (SDR) by at least S 1 5 billion annually 
and to increase its credit facility to compen- 
sate countries for a decline in export earn- 
ings. 

In addition, it said the World Bank should 
shorten its current lending program into four 


economic issu es, recommended special aid years from the five years originally planned. 

China to cut taxes on tie-ups 


PEKING, April 10 (AFP) — Chinese 
authorities have decided to reduce taxes on 
j oin t venture companies operating in China, 
and to ease operational arrangements, the 
New China News Agency has reported. 

Equipment, raw material and spare parts 
imported by a foreign investor or by the joint 
venture will now be exempt from taxes and 
duties, the agency said Saturday. 

Joint ventures will not pay taxes on income 
for die first two years in which they make 
profits, and they will have a 50 percent tax 
reduction in the third year. 

Until now such companies had to pay taxes 
from the second year of profits, although they 
received a 50 percent reduction for the first 
two years after that. The agency said the 
Chinese government has decided to lift restr- 
ictions on die sale in China of goods manufac- 
tured by joint ventures. 

Joint venture companies were originally 
set up to export and only a very small part of 
their output was permitted on the domestic 


market 

From now on, articles or products meeting 
a domestic demand can be sold without restr- 
iction in the agency added. 

So as not to add to production costs, the 
government has decided to sell raw materials, 
other equipment water, electridty and fuel 
for transport to these countries at the same 
price as it sells to Chinese firms. 

But precious metals, coal, oil, wood and 
other items costing more on the world market 
than in fhina will be priced at the world rate 
for products destined f or export 
The agency said that customs formalities 
will be simplified for joint venture emp- 
loyees, who wifi also be authorized to import 
vehicles and office equipment 
China currently has 48 joint venture com- 
panies, excluding those operating in special 
economic zones, the agency said. Total 
investment in these firms is $222.98 million, 
of which $102.54 million was put up by fore- 
ign participants. 


WHITE SULPHUR SPRINGS, West Vir- 
ginia. April 10 (AP) — Expanding exports 
will help foster the United States' economic 
recovery but must not be offset by “disrup- 
tive" imports, Vice President George Bush 
says. 

Bush made his comments Saturday before 
a group of textile manufacturers facing tough 
competition from abroad. He said the 
administration opposes trade barriers, but he 
indicated that President Ronald Reagan is 
prepared to act if conditions warrant. 

“The Reagan administration has been very 
outspoken for a policy of free trade because 
of its value for our country," Bush said. 
While as a general rule, we have a strong 
preference for this policy, we know that Fore- 
ign products entering our markets under cer- 
tain conditions can play a very disruptive 
role. “When they do so. we believe the gov- 
ernment must act responsibly in * the best 
interests of he nation,'* Bush said. 

Falling prices hit 
oil drilling, output 

TULSA, Oklahoma, April 10 (AP) - 
Declining crude oil prices and uncertainty 
about future oQ demand have brought a sharp 
reduction in deep-water drilling and produc- 
tion, the OH and Gas Journal reports. 

Deep-water drilling and production still 
are under way in scattered areas of the non- 
Communist world, the weekly trade publica- 
tion reports in its issue scheduled for release 
Monday. 

But in general the ofl industry’s explora- 
tion departments, operating with reduced 
budgets, have backed away from deep-water 
prospects in favor of shallower waters, where 
a discovery wiD yield a faster payout, accord- 
ing to the Journal. 

A sudden jump in the price of oil or a sharp 
tightening of supply could reverse the situa- 
tion dramatically, but these factors have not 
been predicted by many forecasters, the 
magazine reports. 

The industry has demonstrated its ability to 
drill m more than 5,000 feet (1,524-. met- 
ers) of water, and plans are under way to 
tackle dr illing as much as 6,800 feet (1,829 
meters) below the surface. 


LONDON. April 10 (AFP) — The 
recent rising trend in commodities was 
effectively stopped this week by sterling*s 
sharp recovery as fears receded of an all-out 
oQ price war. 

The trading week was shortened by the 
festival holidays. It began on a somewhat 
hesitant note, but the subsequent decline in 
copper prompted general selling among 
other non-ferrous metals, with the marked 
exception of tin. 

Coffee, cocoa and sugar also turned 
lower. Rubber had a mixed week, touching 
a new three-year hi gh before falling back. 
Wool tops retreated from their all-time 
peaks. 

Helping to check the general price fall 
were talk of lower British and United States 
interest rates, and gold's renewed firmness. 

Gold: Firmer. Early gains came from 
chartist buying, which was encouraged by 
the dollar's weakness. Sentiment was also 
helped by rbe end of the fiscal year squeeze 
which resulted in slightly lower U.S. money 
rates. Futures trading made a slow start but 
picked up quickly, with prices moving in 
dose unison with the bullion market. 

Copper: Easier. With many commodity 
traders only half-staffed immediately after 
.the holidays, business was slow to develop. 


The 500-ton rise In stocks to 308,575 
tons, the highest since Feb. 19, also helped 
as a brake on trading. Subsequent selling 
pressure developed as New York turned 
firmer. 

Influencing this trend were currency con- 
siderations and comments from U.S. anal- 
ysts that the U.S. economic indicators may 
have to be revised downward. 

But the market steadied at the lower 
levels, helped by a marginal fall in sterling 
and reports that British housing starts in the 
three months ending in February were over 
30 percent np on the previous quarter. 

Tin; Steady. The International Tin Coun- 
cil's buffer stock manager was estimated to 
have bought over 2,000 tons of metal Wed- 
nesday to keep the market steady. Profit- 
takers were hardly discouraged by the sharp 
rise iu Penang, where rationing of supplies 
was reported, or by the virtual disappear- 
ance of the discount against London as the 

Malaysian price moved close to the 
middle-sector of the international agree- 
ment — 32.06/34.98 Malaysian dollar a 
kHo. Stocks rose by 305 tons to 37,630 tons. 

Lead: Easier. The main feature was the 
huge 12,650-ton rise in stocks to a record 
160.450 tons which followed big shipments 
from the United States. 


TV- Easier. The sharp 3,075-ton rise in 
stocks to 93,675 tons, the highest since 
mid-December, blunted buying interest, j 
Early steadiness was quickly lost, but some 
stability was noted at the lower levels along ;

Food shortage stares Africa in the face 


PARIS, April 10 (AFP) — A growing food 
shortage is threatenin g survival in Africa, 
whose population is expected to double by 
the year 2,000. experts believe. But 
meanwhile, the world community remains 
preoccupied by imm ediate economic prob- 
lems. 

By the end of the century, Africa will have 
to feed about twice as many human mouths as 
today, or about 800 million, according to the 
world food council. 

The WFC, a United Nations body , meets in 
Rome next month to prepare a ministerial 
conference on the problem, scheduled for 
June in New York. 

The deterioration of the food situation on 
the continent is threatening the survival of 
whole nations, undermining their economic, 
social and political .systems and causing 
intense human suffering, its experts say. 

The world recession has limited resources 
for development aid upon which Africa has 


come more and more to depend. Food pro- 
duction cm the continent fell by two percent 
in 1981, compared with an overall world 
increase of 2.4 percent 

There are a number of explanations for the 
crisis. With just a few exceptions, African 
countries have borne the full brunt of the two 
big ofl price rises of the 1970s and a fall in the 
price of their exported basic materials. 

' Africa also has to face its refugee problems 
— five million out of a world total of 10 
minions — who are victims of drought, inter- 
nal or regional conflicts or the effects of the 
economic crisis. But die experts also blame 
policies which have not always given priority 
to agriculture. 

But the experts attribute the food crisis 
above all to structural shortcomings and mis- 
taken agricultural policies — human errors of 
judgment aggravated by conditions of di- 
mate. 

They add that emergency food aid, which 


does not encourage local production, pres- 
ents a risk of perpetuating periodic crises if it 
is not associated with agricultural develop- 
ment programs to modify existing structures. 

The same view is held in Africa. The Afri- 
cans were the first to really sound the alarm, 
at the April 1980 Lagos economic summit of 
the Organization of African Unity. 

But while self-sufficiency in food is pre- 
sented as a priority, political quarrels bet- 
ween Africans prevented the holding last 
year of the OAU*s annual summit to thrash 
out economic problems. 

The fall in raw material prices on world 
markets has accentuated the setback of the 
economic policies, which are based mainly on 
production for export 

French Development and Cooperation 
Minister Christian Nucd has stressed the 
need for Africans to make self-sufficiency in 
food a first objective.

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I f OPEC accord is honored 

Oil demand may rise by year-end 


PARIS, April 10 (AFP) — An expected 
sharp second-quarter drop in world demand 
for crude oil could be more than offset by 
demand for OPEC oil in excess of the organ- 
ization’s new production ceiling toward the 
end of the year, reliable sources said Sunday 
quoting authoritative estimates. 

If the 13 OPEC countries comply with 
their month-old pricing and production 
agreement, they said, industrial nations 
grouped in the Paris-based International 
Energy Agency (LEA) would face signific- 
antly tighter supplies by the year 5 s end, imply- 
ing an easing of pressure on oil prices. 

The latest assessment of the market out- 
look by IEA experts shows that IEA coun- 
tries, in order to meet their projected 
requirement might have to draw down their 
stocks to less than 90 days of consumption — 
the minim um security level that LEA coun- 
tries are committed to — by Jan. 1. 

Oil ministers of the Organization of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries set a 17.5 mil- 
lion barrels a day production limit for the 
remainder of 1983 and reduced OPECs 
reference price by $5 to $29 a barrel cm 
March 14 after nearly two weeks of 
emergency talks in London. 

Observers saw the note of caution sounded 
by IEA experts as an additiona^sign that 
OPECs London agreement could help avert 
an oil price war if OPEC countries stuck to 


die deal. 

Over the past few days, spot crude prices 
have strengthened with OPECs marker 
etude, Saudi Arabian light, selling at only 25 
cents below the official reference price of $29 
a barrel. 

Most customers of Britain's state-owned 
British National 00 Corporation (BNOQ, 
made it dear by the weekend that they would 
accept BNOCs 10-day-old offer of a moder- 
ate price cut for North Sea oil to preserve the 
competitive position of Nigeria, financially 
the hardest pressed OPEC member. 

Kuwaiti OQ Minister Aii Khalifa AJ- 
$ahah t in an interview with a London- based 
Arabic-language magazine, said he was con- 
fident that an increase in demand for OPEC 
00 in the second half of the year will allow 
OPECs base price to be raised to $30 a bar- 
reL 

Sources here said IEA projections set anti- 
cipated world demand for crude at 43 million 
barrels a day in the second quarter, a drop of 
2.6 million barrels from the first quarter. But 
it could rise to 46.5 million barrels in the last 
three months of the year, they said. 

They said the IEA foresaw a two percent 
d ecline this in world ofl consumption 
and in, that of the 24 industrial countries 
grouped in the Organization for Economic 
Cooperation and Development 

With economic recovery in OECD coun- 


tries likely to pick up momentum in the sec- 
mid half, the sources said, IEA members — 
the OECD countries except France, Finland 
and Iceland — might need supplies averaging 
193 million bands a day over the next nine 
months in addition to own production and 
imports from non-OPEC developing coun- 
tries and the Soviet Union. 

If OPEC supplies did not exceed 17.5 mil- 
lion bands a day, plus 0.9 million barrels of 
natural gas liquids, IEA countries would have 
to draw an average of 0-9 million band a day 
from their land stocks, estimated at 399.5 
million tons or 104 days of consumption as of 
April 1. Stocks would then be less than the 
prescribed 90 days by year-end. 

IEA set the industry’s fust-quarter stock- 
draw at about two million barrels. With 
stotis at sea reduced by 13 million barrels a 
day and those of non-IEA countries by up to 
one million bands , the total world stockdra w 
was estimated at nearly 4.5 minion. 

But the sources said there were signs that 
expectations of price cuts might also have 
encouraged consumers, including the man- 
ufacturing industry, to draw down their 
inventories in the first quarter. 

This could explain in part an unn^n^i drop 
of nearly three percent in IEA consumption 
from tiie October-December period to 8.3 
percent less than levels a year earlier. 
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Shipbuilder stays afloat by trimming sails 


SASEBO, Japan, April 10 (AP) — In the 
mid-1970s, before the gathering storms of 
recession almost tore it asunder, Sasebo 
Heavy Industries Go. built and repaired 
ocean-going ships with a work force of 7,000. 
A former supplier for the Japan Imperial 
Navy, the firm had a proud tradition in help- 
ing make Japan the world 1 sNo.l shipbuilder. 

Today this Western Japan company, chas- 
tened by near bankruptcy, drastic upheavals 
in its managerial ranks and serious labor 
strife, employs 3300. It plans another tem- 
porary reduction of 580 to survive the latest 
ebb in world shipbuilding fortunes. Yet SSK., 
as the company is known, is regarded as a 
success stoiy in Japan — a business that beat 
tiie odds and emerged from adversity a 
stronger and wiser orgmiatioo. 

The hero is HisaoTsiiboudii, 69, president 
of the Kunishima group of about 150 com- 
panies based around shipbutidmg and a man 
with a reputation few rescuing financially dis- 
tressed en w pM iwi When Tsubouchi, at die 
behest of business and government leaders, 
took over Japan’s 10th laigest shipbuilder in 
June 1978, the outlook was bleak. After 
seeking “vobmtaiy” retirement of 1,600 
workers, SSK was unable to pay the 83 bil- 
lion yea ($34.6 ntiUton) in retirement 
benefits — md nrihlre ocher shipbuilders, 
lacked a “big brother*’ in the banking or 
industrial world to bad it out 

That year work loads for Japan's shipbuil- 
ders — makers of half the world's vessels — 
plunged to a record low of 3.22 million gross 


tons. less than one-tenth of the 1 973 produc- 
tion, before tiie first oil crisis disrupted the 
world economy an d eliminated demand for 
targe ofl tankers. More than 40 s mall and 
middle-sized shipbuilders went bankrupt, 
and a government-backed cartel was formed 
to cut overall capacity by 35 percent 
Tsubou chi’s first move was to put into 
effect a five-point program in which work 
schedules were adjusted, salaries slashed by 
15 percent wages frozen for three years, a 
limited inventory system was introduced and 
workers underwent rigorous study courses to 
encourage self-reliance and dedication to the 
company. Several hundred managers were 
sent to Shikoku Island, home base for the 
Kuxushima group, for intensive tr aining that 
included physical exercise, mental indoctri- 
nation and warnings by Tsubouchi to “know 
the fear of bankruptcy." 

In a 1980 magazine article, Tsubouchi said 
that be bad rebuilt six shipbuilding com- 
panies but “never have I seen such compla- 
cency’’ as at SSK. “Because Sasebo was a 
former navy supplier, there was no competi- 
tive edge,” be wrote. “People believed that 
SSK was too big to go bankrupt.” 

Tsubouchi further shook things up by 
reducing managerial and technical ranks 
from about 200 in 1978 to 33 in 1980, argu- 
ing that people with greater responsibilities 
were more productive. Some were given 
other jobs in tin Kurushima chain but many 
quit, seeing no future in a seemingly gutted 
company.

Reacting to the reforms, the SSK union 
went after Tsubouchi with a vengeance rarely 
seen among Japan’s generally docile com- 
pany unions. Calling him a “bloodsucker ,” it 
said workers bad been reduced to poverty 
and the shift of highly skilled workers to 
non-shipbuilding jobs was demeaning. 

“Relations between the two were very 
bad,” said Labor Department chief Takam- 
asa Midano. “It was a long time before they 
could trust each other again.” In February 
1980, after two months of strikes. Tsubouchi 
restored some pay and holidays, ending the 
conflict and putting SSK on the recovery 
road. By 1981 it was making money, and at 
the end of 1982, debts of 28.9 biflion yen 
($120 million) had been wiped off the books. 

Tsubouchi last year gave this city 100 mil- 
lion yen ($417,000) to set up a culturalfund 
in honor of the city’s cooperation in reviving 
its single major industry. 


PARIS, April 10 (AFP) — French airport 
officials were meeting here Sunday to deter- 
mine how an Air Algeria Boeing 727 took off 
without clearance Friday from a Paris airport 
where it had been held since April 1 under a 
court order taken out by an American airline. 

Reliable sources said that the aircraft left 

Oily Airport without permission from the 

control tower and without submitting a flight 
plan, but that the control tower intervened to 
prevent an accident and the plane reached 
Algiers safely. 

In Algiers, Air Algeria officials maintained 
that “Algerian courts alone” should rule on 
the dispute between the airline and the U.S. 
charter company Evergreen International 
Airways, which daims it is owed $330,000 
for the hire of a DC-8 in September 1981 
used for taking pilgrims to Makkah. 

But the plane broke down several times, 
and Air Algeria maintains that the contract 
with Evergreen was not honored. 

Air Algeria also said that the seizure of the 
aircraft in Paris was “null and void” and viol- 
ated international regulations. The French 
and Algerian authorities consider that the 
litigation is a private matter for both com- 
panies to resolve. 

Lawyers for Evergreen Airways and Air 
Algeria were meeting airport officials at Oily 
to discuss the matter. 

Reagan may use 
veto on tax issue 

WASHINGTON, April 10 (AFP) — Pres- 
ident Ronald Reagan promised to “veto any 
attempt” by Congress to cancel his tax reduc- 
tions. 

In his weekly radio message, the president 
defended his tax reductions as measures to 
prevent the nation from “creeping doser to 
socialism.” 

Congressional elements have taken a 
strong stand against Reagan's third tax cut, 
scheduled to go into effect on July 1 this year, 
because of the huge budget defidt facing the 
nation, largely because of the Reagan 
administration's increasing defense expendi- 
tures. 

One of Reagan's motives for standing 
behind his third tax cut is that he believes that 
it will promote the economic recovery that 
already has taken root

DETROIT (AFP) — Car output in (he 
United States leaped 40.3 percent in the 
first quarter of this year as against a year 
earlier, the magazine Ward Automotive 
report said.

FRANKFURT (AFP) — West Ger- 
many’s biggest private bank, Deutsche I 
Bank, has bought a majority shareholding 
in the Hamburg-based European Asian 
Bank, Deutsche Bank announced here. It 
now has a 60 percent stake in the European 
Asian Bank. The Amsterdam Rotterdam 
Bank of Amsterdam, has nine percent, the 
Creditanstalt-Bankverein of Vienna has 22 
percent, and the Sodete Generate de Ban- 
que of Brussels has nine percent. 

BONN (AFP) — Volkswagen. West 
Germany’s biggest auto manufacturer, will 
not pay a dividend for 1982, the board 
announced at its Wolfsburg headquarters. 
The derision will have to be approved by 
shareholders on June 30. Last year the firm 
paid a dividend of five marks on each share 
of 50 marks. 


LONDON (AFP) — The British tire- 
maker Dunlop is to offer to buy back its 
revolutionary “Denovo” tires from car- 
owners in the autumn, the spedalist motor- 
ing magazine Motor said here. It added that 
Dunlop planned to replace production of 
the Denovo tire — which can keep on going 
even after a puncture — with a new system 
developed in collaboration with Michelin 
which is equally resistant to punctures. It 
consists of a special rim, Michelin’s “TR” 
rim, which allows any punctured tire to 
keep on rolling. 

MOSCOW (R) — The Soviet Union and 
China Sunday signed two agreements on 
developing border trade, the offidal news 
agency Tass reported. It said the main 
accord was signed in the northern Chinese 
dty oQJarbin and covered goods exchanges 
across the Amur and Ussuri rivers .

Riyal rates stay steady

JEDDAH, April 10 — The Sunday mar-, 
kets were also surprisingly active but trad- 
ing died down by close of business and riyal 
deposit rates remained generally steady. 
The local markets noted that the U.S. 
money supply figures had been unexpec- 
tedly down on Friday to $100 nuOkm and 
that Eurodollar rates had begunto waver by 
close of U.S. business. 

The expectations are for Eurodollar 
deposit rates to open easier Monday in 
Europe after tbe sharp weekend rises prior 
to the money supply announcement. 
Bahrain based OBIT s — offshore banking 
units — were quoting tbe longer dated 
Eurodollar deposit rates about Vb percent 
lower than comparable U.S. rates on Fri-' 
day. taking the one-year rate to 9 13/16 


percent from 10 percent— 10 1/16 percent 
levels. Short-term rates remained at the 
9 3/8 percent levels. 

In the domestic markets, riyal deposit 
rates opened at the 8 3/8 — 8% percent for 
tbe week-fixed rates and the one-month 
rate was quoted at 8% — 9 percent levels. 
Trading was generally active especially m 
the short and medium tenors and rates fluc- 
tuated by % to Y* percent either way in 
largely interbank dealings. Commercial 
transactions were few and far in between 
but some medium term injection of riyal* 
liquidity in the three and six-month periods 
caused rates to fluctuate by close of busi- 
ness. On the exchanges, spot riyil/dollar 
exchange prices were steady at 3.4502-08 
levels, but commercial transactions pre- 
dominated. 


Hawke may shun poll promises 


SYDNEY, April 10 (R) — Tbe Australian 
govern meat could set aside many of its elec- 
tion promises when it meets business and 
trade onion leaders for a week-long 
economic summit Monday, political and 
economic analysts said. 

They said the Canberra meeting, to be 
chaired by Prime Minister Bob Hawke, coold 
turn out to be a means for the government to 
set aside many of its big spending election 
promises. 

Since coming to power in a landslide win 
last month Hawke's government has been 
confronted with toe full impact of tbe world 
recession and its effects on Australia's stalled 
economy. 

Unemployment is running at around 10 
percent, inflation at more than 11 percent 
and the treasury has forecast the government 
spending defidt in the coming year will be 
Australian $9.60 billion ($830 billion) com- 
pared with about Australian $6 billion, ($ 
5.20 billion) to the end of June this year. 

The forecast has prompted stern warnings 
from Hawke and his cabinet that it might not 
now be able to fulfill all of its trig spending 
pre-election pledges.

MADRID, April 10 (R) — Police hunting 
a kidnap victim have found hidden files of the 
Rumasa group, which had been reported mis- 
sing after the government takeover.

The government took over Rumasa, 
Spain’s laigest private holding comp any, in 
February saying it was heading for collapse, 
and accused the former management of 
financial irregularities. 

Police sources said the files were found 
Saturday behind a false wall in a garage 
owned by Rumasa in southern Madrid. They 
were checking recently altered buddings in a 
hunt for kidnapped businessman Diego 
Prado y Colon de Carvajal, seized on March 
25 by gunmen in a kidnapping claimed by 
Basque separatist guerrillas. The files were 
handed over to tiie Finance Ministry.

A ‘breakthrough’ in orthopedic surgery Brazilians patients

The suigevy involved the fleribte implant 
resection arthroplasty of the Gagas and ft 
was suco^rfaltype rfof me d matwp-bqar ses- 
sion by a team headed by Professor Alfred 
Swanson, a world ren own ed US. surgeon, 
and assisted by the hospital's Dr. Mk tn d 
Wallace, chief of fee orthopedfc department, 
orthopedbt Dr. E. Castro and anestfaeskrfog- 
ist Dr. M, Pdas. 

When she woke op a fter m pn, she fennd 
hex hand map ped in many bandages. They 
were supposed to be left on for three to five 
days until most of the expected sweffing west 
down. Her hand and arm remained sup- 
ported in a special sting. Care was taken to 
see that her aim was not suspended in midair 

causing pressure horn the sling on the elbow. 
Her elbow was resting comfortably on die 
bed. She could help reduce the swelling in her 
hand by squeezing and opening her hand. 

When the dressi n gs are removed, she will 
be fitted with a brace, which is necessary to 
support her fingers in a desirable position 
while allowing movement at the artificial 
joints. She may have to wear the brace con- 
tinuously day and night for at least die first 
three weeks and then it can be removed or 
worn part rime only on the doctor’s and 
therapist's recommendation. 

Onoe discharged, she wOJ be expected to 
return regularly for checkups to make sure 
that she is having no problems and also to 
adjust her brace or splints and modify her 
exercises as necessary. 

“Because of die nature of this arthroplasty, 
die postoperative care and rehabilitation 
program are of great importance for the qual- 
ity of the final result,” Dr. Swanson said in an 
interview with Antb News 

According to him, the concept of this 
method can be expressed in the equation 
“bane resection — implant — encapsulation 
— new joint.” The implant is used as an 
adjunct to resection arthroplasty to make it 
more predictable and reproducible. 

The silicone implant acts as an internal 
mold around which a new capsulc/Cgament 
system develops. Ifs known as encapsulation 
process. This capsule can be trained, rein- 
forced and released. The implant is a dynamic 
spacer that helps maintain die internal align- 
ffmeut and joint space while early motion is 
started, he said. 

Dr. Swanson said early guided motion is 
essential to promote the development of a 
new functionally adapted capsule. In fact, the 
positioning and control of movement during 
the first six to eqht weeks after reconstruc- 
tion by dynamic bracing and therapy are as 
important as surgery.” 

Talking about the sugeiy on the woman 
with silastic finger joint implants, which is 
recognized as his own design (Swanson 
design). Dr. Swanson said; “The technique erf 
the surgery was designed by us IS years ago. 
ft is now used all over the world for arthritis 
of the ha nd . The artificial joints we put in are 
used in 83 countries and more than 700,000 
patients have so Ear benefited.” 

One of the reasons why be was asked to 
oometo Bahais the coarse cf his lectnre tour 
of Egypt and Lebanon, he said, was to show 
“my tec h nique ” here. The surgery on the 
woman was shown in the dose circuit TV in 
the hospital which was eagerly watched by 
the participants of the four-day seminar on 
“reconstructive surgery — practice and 
promise” that preceded die operation. 

In fact, the surgery provided a fitting finale 
to the seminar which was sponsored by the 
Ministry of Health and organized by the hos- 
pital's departments of surgery and nursing as 
wefl as science and education committee 
headed by John P. Keenan, with Professor 
Swanson as the honored chief guest 
Dr. Swanson said the important part of die 
operation was to remove the arthritic bead 
and the fining of the joint which was also 
arthritic. “Very often these joints are 
deformed, not normal in their alignments. So 
we release ligaments and tangents and then as 
we coned the joint, we also correct the liga- 
ments. Hence, we take the deformed finger 
and put it in proper position. In the process, 
we not only tackle the bone but also the soft 
tissue.” 

Referring to the tiny instruments that he 
used in the surgery. Professor Swanson said: 
“You cannot use the instruments you use on a 
knee joint far a finger joint but only small, 
tiny instruments. The use of a powered air 
driven little tiny saw is a careful technique. In 
a way if s like what die dentist does when he 
fills a tooth with die same kind of a small 
air-driven instrument. 

Is the Swanson design a breakthrough? A 
modest and unassuming Dr. Swanson, whose 
curriculum vitae runs into 70 fiillscap pages, 
remarked: “Other people say it is a breakt- 
hrough. Almost every patient needing such a 
surgery is operated upon with this technique. 
In 95 percent erf such operations, this techni- 
que is used. If s certainly a breakthrough as 
far as orthopedics is concerned. Moreover, 
knee and foot surgeries have been there for a 
number of years. Hand surgeries are of more 
recent origin. So, if s a breakthrough as far as 
orthopedics is concerned." 

The use of the physical therapy after the 
operation is as important as surgery itself to 
make the fingers move well. The physical 
therapy has to be used for a mi nim um of three 
months. Even then the patients should not be 
allowed to do heavy labor due to the weak- 
ness caused by arthritis. They, however, 
should be able to perform moderate house- 
hold activity. 

What was the mode of surgery before? Dr. 
Swanson said very little used to be done. The 
affected joint was held in position until it got

stiff. So, such patients emerged with stiff 
joints. There was no question of getting the 
movement that is now posable with the 
im plan t of artificial joints. 

Asked what caused arthritis in the finger 
joints, the professor said; “We see more of 
this kind of arthriCs in colder climates than in 
Saudi Arabia. If s still here but not as much as 
it is prevalent in, say, Europe. America and 
the Scandinavian countries. Ifs caused at 
birth and partly by an infection spread by flies 
and other insects. 

Professor Swanson, who is the chief of the 
Orthopedic and Hand Surgery Training 
Program at the Blodgett Memorial and But- 
terworth Hospitals, Grand Rapids, Michigan, 
said of the 20 doctors in orthopedics working 
with him. two have specialized in hand 
surgery. 

Dr. Swanson, who had a brief stint in milit- 
ary service and who has many hospital affilia- 
tions said he runs special courses every year 
which are attended by doctors from all over 
the world. “Over 3,000 doctors have visited 
me so far,” he said adding that he has lectured 
in 44 countries, participated in 460 interna- 
tional meetings, conventions and seminars in 
the last 20 years. 

“Saudi Arabian doctors are interested, I 
think, in this kind of surgery and it should be 
done in speriai centers like this hospital 
where all facilities exist," he said. 

Dr. Michael Wallace, chief of the 
orthopedic department of the King Fahd 
General Hospital, when asked whether the 
Swanson design is the last word on the tech- 
nique of surgery for rheumatoid arthritis of 
the band, said in an interview: “Certainly not 
Ifs very much one of the best techniques at 
tiie moment.” 

Dr. Wallace, a Britisher who has been in 
the Kingdom for over six years working with 
hospitals in Dammam and other places, said 
this technique is most widely used because 
Dr. Swanson has traveled extensively and 
instructed people in its use. 

“The basic technique in the Swanson 
design,” Dr. Wallace said, “is similar to the 
old-fashioned operation. In the Swanson 
technique, you simply excise die patienfs 
diseased joints and leave the body to foam 
and new artificial joints.” By using the 
implants, which Dr. Swanson has developed, 
“you maintain the space between the bones. 

It prevents overgrowth, provides a certain 
degree of splintage in early stages, which 
allows tiie body to form a fiber’s capsule 
around it naturally. Formation by the body of 
the fiber’s capsule around the implant is the 
most important part of tiie whole affair. At 
the same time, we also do some minor surgery 
erf the affected joints to correct the ligamen- 


tus changes undergone before. 

The Swanson design sur gery, which has 
transformed die treatment particularly of 
rheumatoid arthritis, gives tremendous relief 
to patients. It has made it possible to restore 
useful function to these destroyed hands. 

Dr. Wallace said that the surgery, however, 
does not really affect the progress of the dis- 
ease as such. It only corrects the bad effects of 
the disease. Ideally what we would like to do 
is to prevent it in the first place. 

Medical treatment of rheumatoid arthritis 
has improved dramatically now. There is an

earlier surgical operation technique — 
synovectomy — by which you simply open 
the joint, remove the disease sinovium before 
it has a chance to attack the burn. This opera- 
tion. in combination with medicine, has also 
played a significant part in the fight against 
this particular disease. 

Dr. Wallace said as many as six milli on 
Americansare suffering from the disease. We 
have at present no idea about the extent of 
the problem in the Kingdom. I have treated 
about 10 patients with severe rheumatoid 
arthritis in the hand but I have not seen any- 
one with the disease of the deforming type. 

Dr. Wallace said that the incidence of 
rheumatoid arthritis in the hand seems to be 
common among women in the Kingdom 
“because 1 have seen as many as 200 cases 
since the opening of the hospital 19 months 
ago." Ifs probable that the disease is worl- 
dwide. Historical records seem to indicate 
that this disease has occurred in the world 
during the last 400 years. 


Ifs a curious disease because it is basically 
a biochemical change that causes the joints to 
become inflamed. What causes the joints to 
become inflamed, nobody yet knows. “Bel 
something happens to the person so that the 
body starts attacking its own joints. It pro- 
duces a chemical which attacks the joints. 

The modem drug treatment of rheumatoid 
arthritis combined with an early removal of 
the diseased tissue from the joints — 
synovectomy — does prevent deformities. 

And such deformities are very much less 
common in western Europe and the U.S. than 
a few years ago. “ When 1 was in school in 
England, it was very common." 

One of the best drugs for treating this dis- 
ease is the simple old-fashioned aspirin, 
which combined with special surgery for 
removing the diseased tissues, gives the 
patient a very good relief. 

Asked whether the woman's other hand is 
also affected. Dr. Wallace said “Yes. but 
much less severely. Later on. I think I’ll have 
to operate on certainly those two fingers — 
ring and small — of the other hand in a similar 
surgery.” 

Dr. Wallace, who is a general orthopedic 
surgeon with a particular interest in surgery 
of die hand and spine, said what affects the 
spinal chord is fluorosis which is due to the 
high concentration of fluoride in water. 

Fluorisis, whose incidence is high in the belt 
from across the Gulf states to India, is caused 
because the space for the spinal chord is nar- 
row. If the bone overgrows, it causes pressure 
symptoms on the spinal chord and this can be 
a real problem. People have trie^ very hard to 
stop the public from using wells that have a 
high fluoride content for this very reason 
“because it is such an unpleasant disease .” 

The other problems seen in the Kingdom 
are the exceptionally high incidence of slip- 
ping one vertebra on another called spon- 
dilitis. Nobody knows what is the cause of this 
disease. 1 1 is probably due to stress fracture — 
part of the spine gives way and one vertebra 
s carts slipping on the other. And if not treated 
adequately it can again cause danger to the 
spinal chord inside. 

There are no symptoms for this but chance 
X-rays may show. If the disease affects lower 
parts of thespine — the canal inside the spine 
is very small — then you can start getting 
pressure symptoms on the nerves inside the 
spinal canal and the patient may have funny 
feelings in the legs, loss of control of his blad- 
der or even becomes paralyzed gradually 
from the waist down. And when this happens, 
it is necessary to take away part of the spine to 
remove the pressure from the nerves.

ILHA GRANDE, Brazil (AFP) — At the 
island prison of flha Grande a doctor comes 
once a week to cope wife 800 prisoners and 
treat six to right cases of tuberculosis a 
month, 14 mental patients who should be in 
psychiatric hospitals and epidemic-levels erf 
venereal, dm and eye diseases. At Dba 
Grande, a fortress penitentiary near Rio de 
Janeiro, prisoners are faced with almost cer- 
tain, though slow, death from the conditions 
of their internment. 

“I have been waiting two years for a knee 
operation ” said Maurilio, 65, a former nurse 
jaded for murder — without proof he 
d aimed. “Three times I went to fee hospital 
in Rio. three times I had to come back. There 
was no room.” 

In a cell, a prisoner was lying on the ground 
— stiff, his eyes rolling, bis fist clenched. A 
cellmate was rubbing vinegar on bis joints. 
Ademar Nunes da Costa, doing time for 
murder, is epileptic. He has had fits daily 
since being sent to Ilha Grande three years 
ago. 

“Medicine. No, he has never received any. 
The doctor said he was incurable.” said hi s 
cellmate. 

The prison is completely isolated, forgot- 
ten by fee continent since it is so difficult to 
reach. Prisoners’ relatives have a two-hour 
bus ride from Rio, followed by two hours by 
boat to reach the island. 

Then come hours of waiting to register and 
a 40-minute ride in a military police truck 
over tiie rocky and hilly road to fee prison. 

Once there, visitors must pass through 
three fences before readiing a large cour- 
tyard where vultures pick through scattered 
garbage. The walls are cracked and stained. 
The prisoners stand huddled in a corner, 
uncertain. 

“When I arrived here, it was hell,” said 
22-year-old Gilson Malafora de Oliveira, 
who has been in jail for murder since he was 
16. He opened his shirt and showed his chest 
and neck marked wife large scars from knife 
cuts. 

“The prison administration is crimmal,” 


said another prisoner, pointing ip the metal 
stanchions which support the bunk beds and 
which have been ripped out almost com- 
pletely. “They know perfectly Well that we 
are g*>» n g to use them to make weapons to 
figh t” fee prisoner added. 

William Silva Lima, 40jwho has served 16 
years of a 40-year sentence for bank robbery, 
said feat in a riot in October 400 prisoners 
fought e ach other, armed wife makeshift 

weapons. . 

“Everything begins in this prison,** he 
added. “The philosophy of tiie union of pris- 
oners, collective resistance to poor treat- 
ment. Here is the heart, the womb of ail-fee 
other prisons, this is the penitentiary where 
they send hard-core for punish- 
ment” _ 

William was a tailor. Today he is a poet ■ 
who tunes the tortures he has suffered. And 
he has scars on his brow, chin, and ears. He 
has endured 100 days of solitary confinement 
in a totally blaeked-out cell where there was 
no water, except when fee ground was 
flooded. 

Beyond the gaxbagcHstrewn courtyard, the 
watch-towers mid fee guards lies the tropical 
forest; and fee possibility of escape the pris- 
oners never tire of contemplating. Sitting on 
their stools, hanging oo to the bars of their 
cells, they spend hours staring at the jungle. 

“Most of us live with, in our heads, fee 
hope of escape and in our past several 
attempts, either failed or successful,” said 
Paulo Cesar, 36. “I have tried to escape in 
every way possible,” he added. Twice I was 
caught crawling in die forest Once I suc- 
ceeded.! only wanted one thing, to get to my 
daughter, whom I had itotsecnineightyeaxs. 

I went to see her in her boarding schoolat 
Minas Gerasis. I was caught” 

But there is hope for the inmates erf Ilha 
Grande. The new governor of Rio, Leone!" 
Brizola, a Social Democrat, has announced 
new measures for prisoners. The State Justice \ 
Secretary Vivaldo Barbosa has opened an 
investigation into fee judicial status of pris- 
oners and about $130,000 have been freed to 
help improve conditions in theprison. ■■■■*' . 


85 lives claimed 


Rare beast terrorizing 
kids in an Indian state

NEW DELHI (AFP) — Some say it is a 
wolf, for ofeeis it is a leopard. The supersti- 
ous call it a phantom. 

Whatever it is. in a rampage which has now 
attracted national attention, it has killed 85 
persons in* just over two years, all but one of 
them children under the age of 10 attacked in 
early morning or at dusk while playing on tiie 
outskirts of villages in an isolated region of 
northeast India’s Bihar state. 

The beast’s latest victim, a five-year-old 
girl named Gita, was carried off near her 
parents’ hut March 21. Neighbors found her 
later wife her abdomen torn open. 

Gita's mother, Jamima Devi, said she 
caught a glimpse erf a long black shape that 
seemed to leap and seize the child in its fangs 
before s tea Hog away toward a ravine on the 
edge erf fee village. 

The animal attacks at least once every 
month, usually within a radius erf 50 tans 
around Hazaribagh district 300 kms from 
Calcutta on fee east Indian coast Except far 
one 45-year-old woman, fee victims have 
been children. In each instance, witnesses 
have spoken of a long reddish brown or black 
form feat springs on its prey, seemingly from 
nowhere. 

The killings have now become a national 
issue, with fee Indian press attempting to 
unravel fee mystery behind fee gruesome 
attacks. The Water and Forestry Department 
says the dreaded beast is a wolf, although far 
Imam, a professional hunter in the district, it is 
an aging leopard who was abandoned by his 
family and forced to find its own sustenance. 


Never learning how to bunt,.rays jmftin, 
fee animal is forced to concentrate on easy 
targets, such as unsuspecting children. Imam 
has brought a court suit against feefrriprat 
government of Prime Minuter 
dhi, charging 'fee administration vnih; 
“involuntary homicide? 1 because it 
authorize him to kill fee leopard, an animal 
currently protected by the country’s national 
wildlife code. V V- \ 

Last month, holding fee ravaged body of 
Gita in bis arms and followed by a thousand 
schoolchildren from Hazaribagh district. 
Imam led a demonstration in front of the 
police oommissionei’s headquarters. But 
agents from fee Water and Forestry Depart- 
ment insist feat footprints left behind by fee 
beast are those of a woH Furthermore, they 
argue, wolves are known for eating the 
innards of their victims. 

Although Ac wolf is likewise a protected 
animal, villagers in fee district have declared 
an open season on it, Hiring any t hing that 
even vaguely resembles a wolf. 

Ecologists, concerned by fee campaign, 
believe fee children and their killer are both 
victims of fee unrestrained deforestation that 
has slowly stripped much of the district of its 
vegetation. 

Wife all forms of animal life duappearing 
as a result, 'wild predatory animals have 
nothing left to hunt and have turned their 
sights on fee children of fee district. 

The government of Bihar has launched $4 
million reforestation campaign — but as it 
takes 25 years to produce a frilly developed 
tree, ecologists fear feat in fee meantime tiie 
district’s fauna will have completely disap- 
peared.

Dear Mrs. Hj It’s not so often overlooked — the problem is that people usually do 
nothing about it. They suffer rather than take steps to get rid of dust I doubt that 
wall-to-wall carpeting is often the culprit, as in your case. More common dust“camenf* are 
Venetian blinds, undusted books on shelves, clothes and shoes in dosets —rarely taken out 
to be aired and cleaned. y 

Molds and dust collect and multiply day by day. And so the allergy complaints go on and 
on — without attempts at removing the cause. I recall many young children who suffered 
what parents thought were “cold after cold” who were allergic to some favorite, dust- 
collecting stuffed toy or doll. Removal resulted in almost immediate improvement Too 
many of us are searching for some food allergy as the cause of nasal discomfort. If I had to 
d^ 0 ^* ^ ^ ^ c ^ m,na * c dust first.

30 Soviet agents said 
operating in Japan 


Reagan drops hints of running again, Co 


TOKYO, April 10 (Agencies) — About 30 
Soviet intelligence agents are operating in 
Tokyo cn jl acting advanced technological 
information for possible use by the munitions 
industry, a leading economic daily reported 
Sunday. 

The generally conservative hhhon Kewd 
Skunbmn said its report was based on the con- 
tents of a secret government document made 
av aila ble Saturday. It did not elaborate. 
Gov eminent officials were not immediately 
available for comment Nihon Ket&n said 
Tokyo has become a major point for such 
Soviet activities in which some 30 of a total of 
about 100 Soviet intelligence agents operat- 
ing in Japan engage in gathering technologi- 
cal information including that of computer 
and robot 

The Soviet agents buy roughly 70 percent 
of their “Tokyo information” mainly from 
research workers at universities or private 
companies, and the agents are authorized to 
spend a sum up to $210,000 per item, it said. 

The Soviet government decides 'What kind 
of information it wants, and documents, 
apparatus, specifications and designs are sent ' 
to Moscow by Soviet airliners or vessels, it 
said. On occasions, it added. East European 
intelligence agents smuggle the information 
out of Japan. 

The daily said the Soviet agents are mem- 
bers of the KGB or the Committee of State 
Security, GRU, or Defense Ministry intellig- 
ence agency, or other Soviet intelligence 
agencies. They disguise themselves as dip- 
lomats, business agents or news agency cor- 
respondents, it added. 

The government has begun studying coun- 
termeasures to protect Japan's advanced 
technology, including possible enactment of 
law, said the paper. Japan now has no law 
governing espionage activity. 

Meanwhile in Rome, Italian Defense 
Minister Lefio Lag on o told L ’Espresso 
newspaper Saturday that 33 foreigners, most 


of whom had diplomatic imm unity and 
belonging to Eastern bloc countries, were 
expelled on suspicion by the Italian military 
counterespionage service during the last 
three years. During the same period, Italy 
refused entry to several hundred foreigners, 
again mostly from Eastern Europe, for sec- 
urity reasons, Lagorio said. 

In late 1980 and early 1981, meanwhile, 
the military counter espionage service 
gathered “certain proof concerning interna- 
tional connections maintained by subversive 
groups, as well as concurrent information 
regarding hostile actions by states,” he con- 
tinued. 

These actions, he said, were within the 
framework of “what I would call the unend- 
ing frictions between East and West” and 
included spying, attempts at political des- 
tabilization, and the attack against the pope 
on May 13, 1981. In January 1981, President 
Sandro Pertini had denounced an unnamed 
country “on the other side of the Iron Cur- 
tain” for what he said was influence on Italian 
terrorism. 

In Paris, reliable sources said the French 
government's expulsion of 47 Soviet dip- 
lomats and other officials on spying charges 
last Tuesday was a carefully worked out pro- 
ject, and Soviet Ambassador Yuli Vorontsov 
was told of it one week in advance. 

The final dedsion was taken by President 
Francois Mitterrand, although die names and 
activities of die Soviet spies were recorded by 
France's DST counterintelligence service 
over the past two years. The news was broken 
to Ambassador Vorontsov on Tuesday, 
March 29. But Nikolai Chetverikov, No. 3 at 
die embassy, told newsmen that he only 
heard about his expulsion a few hours before 
flying home to Moscow, and his version was 
picked up by the international press. 

Even high-ranking French political leaders 
like Lionel Jospin, secretary-general of die 
ruling French Socialist Party, were not told 
about the expulsions by the government. 


Crowds cheer return 

2nd Challenger flight planned 


KENNEDY SPACE CENTER, Florida, 
April 10 (Agendes) — The space shutde 
Challenger, which completed its first space 
voyage Saturday, must be ready for another 
flight in 60 days according to official plans. 

That is considerably less time than the 
shortest period it took to prepare the first 
shuttle, Columbia, for another flight, but offi- 
cials say they can do it. “ We think we can doit 
in 60 days,” Tom Utsman, director of shutde 
management and operations at the Kennedy 
Space Center, told reporters last week. 
“There are several thousand people here who 
don'tthink it is a fantasy,” he said. “It win be 
a very tough operation but we don’t see any 
insurmountable obstacles.” 

the speed-up in operations is necessary 
because of a two-and-a-half month delay 
with Challenger due to engine leaks. Despite 
the delay, officials of the National Aeronau- 
tics and Space Administration (NASA) are 
trying hard to get in all the missions plumed 
for this year, especially the September flight 
of a European-built spacelab. 

Spacelab is a large shuttle- borne capsule 
that will allow several scientists, including the 
first European member of a U.S. space crew, 
to conduct experiments while in orbit Its first 
week-long mission is extremely important to 
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die United States and the consortium of West 
European nations which designed and built 
the vehicle. 

If it is not launched by early October at the 
latest it would have to wait until February for 
its first flight because winter weather over 
Europe would limit some of its ground- 
mapping experiments. There are two more 
flights of Challenger, now scheduled for June 
and August before the spacelab mission and 
a secret defense department mission planned 
for the end of the year. “We’re aiming for all 
five missions {be head of the shuttle prog- 
ram, Lt Gen. James Abrahamson, said 
before Challenger blasted off on its maiden 
voyage. As it is, the U.S.- European venture 
already has been dealt a setback by dud - 
lenger ' s delay. 

On Saturday, Challenger glided safely back 
to earth with a perfect landing cm a desert 
runway, climaxing a milestone maiden flight 
that certified the shuttle as the second ship in 
America's space fleet. The four astronauts 
swooped through dear, skies to touch down 
on runway 22, a 15,000-foot (4,500 meter) 
concrete strip on California’s Mojave desert 
at 1853GMT. It was right on the center line. 

During five days in orbit, the space travel- 
ers had drded the.globe 80 times and logged 
33 million kms. They thoroughly tested 
Challenger *s systems, deployed a huge satel- 
lite and recorded a major success with a 3 % 
hour space walk. 

The satellite, a telecommunications relay 
system essential to the European space 
laboratory flight aboard an American shuttle 
in September, landed in an incorrect orbit. 
But mission chiefs were confident that the 
orbit can be corrected in coming weeks. More 
than 100,000 people crowded desert viewing 
sites to cheer Challenger *s first return from 
space. They watched as the astronauts guided 
the ship in from the west and across a distant 
mountain range before circling high over- 
head to tine up the final approach. 

Slightly less than an hour earlier. Com- 
mander Paul Weitz and Pilot Karol Bobko 
had fired twin braking rockets to slow the 
shuttle's 28,000 kms. per hour speed and 
start it from 280 kms. high on a long, blazing 
descent back to earth. “It was a good bum 
(rocket firing) — right down the pike (in the 
center of the road) and smooth all the way,” 
Weitz told mission control . He said he had 
polled his three crewmates before the firing 
on whether they would tike to stay up an extra 
orbit. “I got only blank stares (uncertain 
looks),” he reported jokingly.

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WASHINGTON, April 10 (Agencies) — 
President Ronald Reagan is doing all he can 
to drop broad bints — without saying so 
outright — that he will run again for the 
White House. 

After all, some analysts say, as a former 
Hollywood actor Reagan knows the art of 
suspense. In his negotiations with Congress, 
be has always waited until the very last 
minute to show his hand. 

Moreover, an early announcement that 
he would run for a second term would make 
each policy move look as though it was 
taken only to garner votes. On the other 
hand, if he decides to leave office — he will 
be 74 when the next president is sworn in on 
Jan. 21, 1985 — then he must say so soon. 
Potential candidates from his own Republi- 
can Party are eager to hear that he will step 
down so they can begin catching up to 
Democrats who have already entered the 
race. 

But as the days go by, it looks more and 
more likely that Reagan will run again. As 
his aides began giving their own hints that 
he would run, Reagan himself said recently 
that a four-year presidential mandate is not 
enough. The statement delighted his sup- 
porters and infuriated his opponents. 

By stressing the political “instability” 


that he said arises from short presdential 
terms, Reagan could not have put his point 
more dearly. 

But he has made it in other ways. As if by 
chance, he has started to hold a series of 
White House lunches with the regional 
managers of his 1976 and 1980 campaigns. 

He has also sent to Dallas, Texas — the 
city chosen for the Republican convention 
which will nominate the new presidential 
candidate — a top White House aide, 
Michael Deaver who handles Reagan's vis- 
its. The president has also approved a Si- 
million televised publidty campaign to 
brighten up his image. A housewife is seen 
saying: “My friends think President Reagan 
was just too optimistic ... but you know, 
optimism isn’t such a bad thing to have.” 

The housewife may have hit the nail on 
the head, for the majority of commentators 
believe that if the economy continues to 
improve, Reagan will have a superb cam- 
paign theme to help him sweep back into 
the White House. According to many anal- 
ysts. the economy issue would make 
Reagan the strongest of several Republican 
politicians. 

Meanwhile, in Springfield, Mas- 
sachusetts, former Vice President Walter 
Mondale easily beat five rivals, and a con- 
certed effort by organized labor, to win a 


major Democratic presidential preference 
poll and hold on to his frontrunner status. 

The vote at the Massachusetts State 
Democratic Convention was a blow to the 
presidential hopes of former astronaut John 
Glenn and a surprising boost to the aspira- 
tions of California Senator Alan Cranston. 
Cranston, who only a few weeks ago had 
been expected to be placed well behind the 
other candidates, finish ed a surprising third 
on the ballot, with Glenn finishing fourth. 
Second place was won by voters worried 
about unemployment who marked their 
ballot paper for “jobs” at the suggestion of 
organized labor 

Labor, which had 700 of the 3,830 dele- 
gates eligible to vote, had hoped that their 
"candidate” would finish first and send a 
message to both the party and the media of 
unions' renewed strength in the party. 

Colorado Senator Gary Hart finished a 
poor fifth, although he did better than 
South Carolina Senator Ernest Hollings 
and . former Florida Governor Reubin 
Askew, who each failed to get one percent 
of the vote. Mondale supporters claimed 
their candidate won because he had picked 
up the votes of Senator Edward Kennedy’s 
supporters. Kennedy withdrew earlier this 
year from the race. 


Peking raps U.S. president on Hu Na affair 


PEKING, April 10 (Agencies) — China’s 
leading daily Sunday charged President 
Ronald Reagan with personally deciding to 
grant political asylum to Chinese tennis star 
Hu Na; 

ThePeopk ’s Daily said U.S. legal explana- 
tions aimed at justifying the decision were so 
many “hollow phrases.” The daily cited a 
recent Washington Post report and an official 
U.S. statement to back up its claim that the 
Hu Na affair had been dealt with at the high- 
est levels of the administration, including by 
Reagan himself. 

“Has the president of such a powerful 
country the right to keep a young Chinese 
from her parents and substitute himself as her 
foreign father", the commentary asked in 
reference to Reagan’s alleged remark that he 
would rather adopt Miss Hu, 19, than send 
her back to China. “These are the so-called 
human rights and humanitarianism that the 
United States is drumming into our ears,” 
said the commentator of the Chinese Com- 


munist Party newspaper. 

Last Thursday, China suspended all sports 
and cultural exchanges with the United States 
projected for this year in reprisal against the 
U.S. decision to grant political asylum to Miss 
Hu. The episode has been front-paged in 
almost all Chinese newspapers and the com- 
mentaries on Washington are getting increas- 
ingly harsh. 

Id a reference to worsening Sino-U.S. rela- 
tions. The People ’s Only noted that Reagan 
had said at the beginning of the year that it 
would be 1 “stupid" for the United States not 
to maintain “friendly ties” with China. “We 
hope that U.S. government policy makers 
will not be too stupid,” The People *$ Daily 
comment concluded. 

The Hu Na affair is another notch on a long 
list of difficulties, topped by the Taiwan issue, 
which have clouded recent Sino-U.S. rela- 
tions. 

China's allegation that the defection of 
tennis champion Hu Na was plotted by

A German delegate in the lobby said Sar- 
tawi was standing at the reception desk of the 
Hotel Montcfaoro. talking with his secretary, 
Anwar Abu Eisheh,“when this man in a I; ght 
suit walked in with the gun up. He fired, 
turned and ran out the door. 

“It was so quick the security men present 
only started out after him once he was out- 
ride,” said the delegate, who asked not to be 
identified. Delegates and tourists in the lobby 
screamed and Sartawi collapsed in a pool of 
blood, witnesses said. 

Portuguese national guardsmen fired sev- 
eral riiots as the gunman fled, but he eluded 
them in a nearby park. A police spokesman 
said security had been stepped up at Por- 
tugal’s border with Spain and at the country’s 
airports. 

Witnesses described the gunman as a slim, 
youngish-looking man of South European or 
Middle Eastern appearance. He had a mous- 
tache and glasses, they said. 

The shooting stunned the Socialist dele- 
gates, wrapping up a four-day meeting with 
the approval of a communique that among 
other tilings called for Israel, Jordan and the 
Palestinians to negotiate. “This was a man of 
peace," said Alex Kitson, former chairman of 
Britain's Labor Party, who dashed into the 
lobby moments after hearing the shots. “He 
was a man of great courage striving for peace 
in the most difficult circumstances. His tragic 
death... builds up the hate once again.” 

Former West German Chancellor Willy 
Brandt, president of the Socialist Interna- 
tional said: “His, death makes double our 
efforts to avoid other people to be killed in 
the Middle East.” 

In Israel, Arieh Eliav, a prominent Jewish 
dove who worked closely with Sartawi, called 
the killing “a loss to everybody who wants 
peace.” 

In Manama, the security chief of the PLO 
was quoted as charging that the assassination 
was “an attempt to murder Palestinian mod- 
eration.” Sal ah Khalaf. known as Abu Iyad, 
said the assassination was undertaken by 
“agent quarters.” 

Other PLO officials in various world capi- 
tals, including deputy military commander 
Khalil AJ-Wazir, who was in Jordan, accused 
Israel of masterminding the operation. PLO 
representatives in New Delhi and Madrid 
were unanimous in saying that the assassina- 
tion was primarily aimed at foiling any con- 
templated peace moves by the PLO and in 
blaming Israel for the incident. 

In Tunis, the PLO official spokesman 
accused Israel of the assassination of Sartawi. 
The spokesman, Ahmad Abdul Rahman, 
told the Tunisian News Agency that Sartawi 
had been killed by members of Mossad, 
Israel's secret services. 

In Paris, A Foreign Ministry spokesman 
said: “We learned with shock of the assassi- 
nation of an advocate of dialogue in the Mid- 
dle East who, in the past, had stressed with 
courage the need for direct contact between 


the peoples of the region.” 

In Moscow, Tass carried a quick report of 
the murder but did not comment. 

In Vienna Austrian Foreign Minister Wil- 
libald Pahr said he was deeply shocked by the 
murder of Sartawi, whom be called a true 
friend of Austria. “Whoever is behind this 
perfidious attack will have to realize that ter- 
rorist methods cannot possibly provide a sol- 
ution for conflicts,” Pahr told reporters. 

In London Britain's opposition leader 
Midiael Foot condemned the killing. Foot, 
leader of the British Labor Party, attended 
the Conference of the Socialist International 
but left before the shooting. 

Sartawi, who lived in Paris, was the fifth 
moderate PLO official in Europe to be killed 
in as many years. 

Born in the West Bank town of Sana in 
1933, he studied medicine in Baghdad before 
specializing in heart surgery at Ohio Univer- 
sity and later opened a private clinic in Bagh- 
dad. 

Only a year after joining the Palestinian 
resistance in 1968, he set up a small group 
called the Action Organization for the Liber- 
ation of Palestine, and in 1970 became one of 
the six members of the Palestinian “war 
council” along with Arafat and George Hab- 
ash of the Popular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine. 

In June 1971 , after dissolving his organiza- 
tion and rallying to Arafat’s Fateh move- 
ment, the major Palestinian group, be began 
working as Arafat’s personal adviser for fore- 
ign affairs. 

Although he was never appointed to either 
the PLO executive or central council, he was 
a member of both the Palestinian National 
Council (parliament) and the Fateh 
revolutionary council. 

As Arafat’s roving ambassador in Europe 
starting from the summer of 1976, he met 
several times with members of the Israeli 
Council for Israeli -Palestinian peace. 

But although his contacts with the Israeli 
left triggered a tide of protest from PLO hard- 
liners, he secured the support of Arafat. 

Hussein 

Fez plan demands an independent Palesti- 
nian state, with the PLO as sole represents- . 
tive of the Palestinian people. 

Israel said Sunday its settlements in the 
occupied West Bank should not stop Jordan 
from negotiating peace, and that Jordan 
could discuss the issue once talks started. 

Cabinet Secretary Dan Meridor, speaking 
to reporters after the cabinet discussed the 
latest U 5. criticism of Israeli settlement pol- 
icy, said Washington could not pressure 
Israel into abandoning its policy of expanding 
Jewish settlement, “American pressure on 
Israel, or any hint of that, will not change our 
position,” Meridor said. 

The State Department spokesman said 
Friday. Washington would try to curtail Israeli 
settlement- activity or any other unilateral 
action that could be an obstacle to peace if 
King Hussein decided to join peace talks. 


Taiwanese agents is “too incredible to 
believe,” her attorney said in San Francisco 
Saturday. “We don’t want to get into a run- 
ning verbal battle with China, but the things 
that are being said are just not true,” Lawyer 
Edward C.Y. Lau said. “Initially it was said 
there was a U.S. plot, then we heard it was 
U.S. agents in collusion with Taiwan, then we 
heard she was lured fay a professional tennis 
coach,” Lau said. “None of those things are 
true.” 

Lau, who said he never saw Hu until she 
defected and never heard of her before she 
came to the United States, denied that he 
influenced her to seek asylum or that be, 
himself, is an agent of Taiwan: “I don't do 
legal work for Taiwan or its consulates,” said 
the immigration and business attorney. ‘1 
have never done legal work for them. I have 
occasions to contact them, just as I have occa- 
sion to contact the PRC in doing legal work 
for immigrants.'' 

■ In another development, China hinted at 
countermeasures against the Netherlands if it 
persisted in semiofficial relations with 
Taiwan. The threat came up in an interview 
given by a Chinese Foreign Ministry spokes- 
man to the New China News Agency 
(NCNA) concerning a Dutch memorandum 
on the opening of a Taiwan - Amsterdam - 
Hague airlink. 

The spokesman called the memorandum, 
which maintained that the Netherlands could 
not prevent private Dutch companies from 
doing business with Taiwan, “most unsatis- 
factory.”

LONDON, April 10 (R) — Prime Minister 
Margaret -Thatcher plans to meet 100 new 
parliamentary candi d ates on Friday, giving 
rise to fresh speculation that she will name 
June as the date of Britain’s general election. 

Mrs. Thatcher will address the new Con- 
servative candidates at a se minar being held 
next Friday and Saturday, party aides said. 
The date of the general election is a subject 
of growing speculation, with June or October 
possible choices. Although Mrs. Thatcher, 
who took office in May 1979, need not call 
the poll until next year, the Conservatives are 
running well ahead of op ponents in opinion 
polls. 

Party aides said Sunday that the meeting 
merely represented prudent preparations for 
the election and one said: “It just 
sense to be ready." They insist Thatcher will 
take no poll dedsion until she sees how her 
party fares in local government polls on May 
5. The Sunday newspaper The Observer 
devoted its lead story to the meeting and said: 
“This indicates that a June election is under 
a ctive contid^tion ” ^

MX plan 

WASHINGTON, April 10 (R) — Presir 
dent Reagan's latest planfor basing the con- 
troversial MX missile, sent to Congress just 
days ago, is already in trouble and has raised 
fears among defense officials that the weapon 
wfll never be built. . 

Members -who were briefed on: the plan 
secretly Thursday said the proposal calls for 
placing 100 of the 10-wmhead MX nnssflealn 
existing Mmnteman missile silos , then replac- 
ing them after about five years with a smaller, 
mobile missile. Reagan is formally to dfadbse 
his MX plan early tins week. The congress- 
men were briefed by retired Gen. Brent 

Scowcroft, chairman of a bipar tisan commis- 
sion named by Reagan to study MX deploy- 
ment after Congress last year rejected the 
second of two basing modes he had recom- 
mended. The immediate reaction of some 
congressmen was negative. . . 

Defense officials fear that if' Congress 
rejects this latest plan, the highly accurate 
MX will never be built and deployed. Both 

ftm H aagan a dministra tion and that of former 
President Jimmy Carter have argued that the 
missile is essential to counter new and more 
accurate Soviet Intercontinental Ballistic 
Missiles (ICBMs). 

Scowcroft, a former national security 
adviser to President. Ford, had tried to find a 
base for the long-homeless nrisrile that would 
be acceptable both to die solitary and to 
Congress. President Outer in 1979 proposed 
a system of shuttling 200 MX missiles among 
4,600 concrete shelters to confuse Soviet 
missile taigeters, a-plan rejected by Reagan, 
when he took office. President Reagan's first 
recommendation, late in 1981 -^.rimOar to 
the new plan fecommerkfpdjfay thd commis- 
sion — was to put 40 missiles in .specially 
hardened Minuteman sflos as a temporary 
measure until a permanent basing mpde was 
found. Congress rejected that on the jjgjoiid 
it did not want to spend -money on jfoytfaing 
but a permanent base for the nrisakC/T-'! . 

Under Reagan’s second plan last year.cal- 
led “dense pack,” 100 MXs were to be based 
so dosely together that, in theory, attacking 
Soviet warheads would destroy, one another 
as they e^Ioded. leayn^someU^.misisfles 
intact to retaliate. Congress turned that <fown 
as too exotic and hypothetical. The MX 
Commission had hopecT the new pfan and 
enough in it to satisfy congressmen who like 
the big MX, as well as those who fed the best 
U.S. defense would be a small, mobile mis- 
sile. _ “ 

Defease officials concede that,' with the 
increased accuracy of new Sovietmisrilesiitis 
all but impossible to make a U.S. fixed land' 
based missile invulnerable to attack, dosing 
the “window of vulnerability” as Reagan fa»ri 
promised in 1 980. Pentagon nffirials said a 
new missile was needed now to modenrize 
U.S. forces and match Soviet silo-busting 
capability, and under the Scowcroft plan, new 
technology would be used to make the 
Minuteman silos more resistant to a «nirig »r 
exploson. This way, they said, the MX could 
serve until the smaller “Midgetman” missile 
was developed and deployed. Air force offi- 
cials said die 7 1-foot (21 .5-meter) MX would 
be tested this summer or autumn and be 
ready to deploy in 1986.
